Tm following Report and amended Bill arc 
published for general information by order of the 
Governor General of India in Council :— 

REPORT. 

We, the undersigned Members of the Select 
Committee to whom the Bill to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to Railways in India has j 
been referred, have the honor to report that we 
have considered the Bill and the papers noted in 
the schedule hereto. The principal amendments 
which vve have made in the Bill may Conveniently 1 
be distributed under three heads,—Additions, 
Omissions, and Alterations. 

I.— Additions. 

In Part I. we have introduced definitions of 
* mails/ * carriages/ f traffic’ and ‘ Advocate 
General’ ; and to the definition - of ( Local Go¬ 
vernment* wo have added a proviso that, in res¬ 
pect of matters affecting the general administra¬ 
tion of any Railway, and so. far as regards British 
subjects in Native States, f Local Government' 
shall mean the authority or the concurrent au¬ 
thorities which the Governor General in Council 
shall from time to time prescribe* This may be 
useful in the case of a Railway passing through 
itho territories of various Local Governments* ,

In order more fully to carfy out the original 
intention to consolidate the whole law on the 
subject, we have, introduced sections 4—8, which 
arc similar to some contained in Act XXII of 
1868, and provide for the siirvcy and taking of 
lands and other proceedings preliminary to the 
construction of Railways. 

Provision has also been made'in sections 10 and 
11 as to mines near or under Railways, and the 
working thereof- These sections resemble Statute 
8t.h & 9th Vic., cap. 20, section 77. 

The Companies, on requisition from the Local 
Government, are to make (section 17) and main¬ 
tain, as the Railways proceed, all necessary sub¬ 
sidiary works. Tower is reserved to the Loci 
Government, after the commotion of any part of 
f Railway, to construct works necessary for navi, 
gation, irrigation, or drainage. 

In section 18 we have empowered the Consult, 
ing Engineer to the Lfical Government as well as 
a Magistrate, to give orders as to the erection and 
maintenance of fences and the filling i n exeava- 
tions. 

Provision is made (section 19) f or the estab¬ 
lishment and maintenance of an electric telegraph 

along every Railway on which passengers are 
conveyed. 

In section SO we have given the Government 
Inspector the further power of examining into 
the mode of maintaining the Railway under in¬ 
spection and of conducting the traffic thereon, and 
refusal to answer his questions, or giving him 
false information, is made penal by section 21. 
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lu section 21 we have empowered the Local 
Government to p.-event the use of unsafe carriages 
as well as that of dangerous parts of opened lin°es.

Three sections (25, 20, 27) have been intro- 
need embodying t lie provisions as to jnnetions

A clause (section 28) Las been introduced pro- 
vi- mg that, on every Railway constructed on a 
guage ol o feet 0 inches, the fixed structures and 
^tiling-stock shall be of standard dimensions. 

We have provided (section 31) that no fine ira- 
posed by the bye-laws shall be recoverable from 
persons not servants of the Company unless the 
bye-laws shall have bee., duly published, and that 
no such fines shall be recoverable from a Railway 
servant unless ho shall &ne either received a copy 
of bye-law m a language which ho reads alj 
nriderstauds or shall have been expressly informed 
<». the e.vi*ienee and terras of the bye-law 
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Acting on a suggestion of the Secretary of 
State for India in Council, we have introduced 
eight sections (10—47) providing for the carriage 
of mails, the conveyance of troops, police and 
Government artisans, and the carriage of passen¬ 
gers by cheap daily trains. The clauses relating, 
to mails are taken from 1st and 2nd Vic., cap. 98, 
omitting the provisions regarding remuneration. 
Those relating to the conveyance of troops, etc., 
are from 7th and 8th Vic., cap. 85, with the 
modifications rendered necessary by the terms of 
the contracts between the various Companies and 
the Secretary of State. The clause relating to 
cheap daily trains is modelled on 7th and. Sth 
Vic., cap. 85, section 6, as amended by 21st and 
22nd Vic., cap. 75. * 

In section 33 wc liave provided, herein follow¬ 
ing the English law, that notices of accidents 
given by the Companies to Local Governments 
shall be deemed privileged communications. 

In section 54 we have added to the list of 
goads for loss of which the Companies will not bo 
liable in the absence of special engagements, 
pearls, prints, photographs, cloths and tissues em¬ 
broidered with the precious metals, or of which 
such metals form part, articles of ivory, ebony, 
aud sandal wood, musical instruments, horses, 
cattle, and other animals. We have here followed 
the enumeration contained in the schedule to the 
Carriers’ Act III of 1865. Wo have added a 
proviso that the section Efeall not apply to articles 
contained in mails and banghy parcels. 

In sections 62 and 63 we Lave provided that 
persons obstructing Railway servants or trespass¬ 
ing on Railway premises shall bo liable not ouly 
to. a fine but iu default of payment to imprison¬ 
ment for two months. We have also provided 
that such offenders may be seized and detained by 
the Railway officials until they can be taken before 
a Magistrate. 

The ordinary criminal law having been found 
insufficient, in certain districts, to repress the 
offences of putting obstacles ok. Railways with 
intent to upset engines, cte., a clause (section 66 ) 
has been introduced to authorize the quartering 
of additional police in such districts. The inha¬ 
bitants will be charged with the additional ex¬ 
pense thus occasioned. The section also provides 
for the offences of cattle trespass and injuring 
Railway gates, fences, and telegraphs. 

We propose (section 67) that persons removing 
or injuring the Railway lamps, carriages. &c,, 
shall not only be liable to the fine provided in the 
Jiill as introdnced, but also to the cost of replac¬ 
ing or repairing the article removed *or injured l

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A penalty is provided (section 68) for injuring 
boards and placards put up by'* the Company.

At the desire of the East Indian Railway 
Company, clauses have been introduced authoriz¬ 
ing the destruction of perishable goods with the 
permission tff the chief officer ot Railway Police 
at the station where the goods may be, and the 
sale of goods unclaimed for two months after 
arrival at their destination. 

Section 81 imposes a fine on Railway servants 
making charges, or accepting payments, not in 
accordance with the Company's taritF. # 

A section modelled on 7th and 8th Vic., cap. 

# 85, section 17, gives a remedy by injunction or 
order against Companies contravening or exceed¬ 
ing the provisions of the proposed Act, or of their 
contracts with the Secretary ol State. 

The Bill proposes to repeal, so far as regards 
Railway Companies, Act XIII of 1855, which 
extends to India the provisions of Lord Camp¬ 
bell's Act as to compensation for deaths. The 
Bill re-enacts these provisions (sections S5—88) 
as amended by the late Statute 27th and 28th 
Vic., cap. 95. 

II.— Omissions. 

We have omitted as useless and Jilcely to facili¬ 
tate fraud and encourage travelling without 
tickets, the clause in section 4*8 diminishing the 
liability of a passenger not producing his ticket 
in case of his proving that he has travelled a 
distance less than that from the place whence the 
train originally started. 

The clauses imposing a fine for entering a 
carriage in motion, for riding on engines, for 
smoking, for intoxication, for committing nuisance, 
have been omitted, as they relate to matters which 
will be more fitly provided for the bye-laws which 
the Companies will be empowered to make. 

In the section empowering the Local Govern¬ 
ment 4» appoint an officer to inspect a Railway, 
^ we have struck out the clause prohibiting the 
appointment of persons lately Directors or officials 
of* the Company. It seems needless, und might 
be injurious, to fettor the discretion of tho Local 
Government in this matter. 

Wo have struck ^ut the section empowering 
Government to set-off fines against money pay¬ 
able to a Railway Company. The clause in ques¬ 
tion was taken from a Bill prepared by tho late 
Advocate-General, hut seems inconsistent with 
tho oontrects between the Companies and the 
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Secretary of State. Sections G3, 64, 65 of the 
Bill* as introduced, were also taken from Mr. 
Ritchie’s draft ; but they have been strongly 
objected to, and ns. they appear comparatively 
useless, we have decided on omitting them. The 
clauses empowering a Magistrate to refer cases to 
his assistant or deputy, empowering Local Go¬ 
vernments to authorize assistants to exercise cer¬ 
tain powers without reference, and giving juris¬ 
diction in Madras and Bombay to the heads of 
district police and &mfns of police, have been 
struck oat as relating to an obsolete state of 
affairs. i 


III Alterations, 

We have made the clause as to compensation, 
contained in section 9, subject to the provisions 
of any contract between the Company and the 
Secretary of State. 

The clauses relating to crossings over roads, 
roads over Railways, and erection and maintenance 
of gates, have been re-drawn (section 12) so as to 
make them clearer and more complete. 

In section 22 we have provided generally that 
no Railway shall be opened for public traffic with¬ 
out the previous permission of the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and that such permission shall not be given 
till proper bye-laws have been made, and, in the 
case of passenger-railways, a telegraph established. 
The fine for opening without permission has been 
reduced to rupees 200 per day—the equivalent of 
the English fine in such cases. 

In section 36 we have given the Governor 
General in Council, and not the Local Govern¬ 
ment, power to call for returns of traffic and tolls. 
In scctiou 37, the time for delivering returns Las 
been extended from fourteen to thirty days. 

In section 48 we have provided that f the place 
to which,* and not ‘ the distance for which/ the 
fare 'has been paid, shall appear on passenger 
tickets. 

In the list of articles (section 54), for loss of 
which Companies are not to be liable in the absence 
of a special engagement, we have substituted 
'Government stamps of ^ny description* for 
* postage stamps.* 

We have altered section 55 (= Act XVIII of 
1854, section II) so as to render Railway Com¬ 
panies liable for loss or injury to goods only when 
it shall have been caused by their negligence or 
misconduct or that of their servants. 

We have doubled the fine provided (section 58) 
for giving a false account of goods, and have de¬ 
clared that such penalties shall be in addition to I 

[Government Gazette, 1th January 1868.] B 
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the toll chargeable for the gooife. We have also, 
ill section 59, raised from rupefj 200 to rupees 500 
the fine for delivering dangerous goods without 
notifying their nature. f 

The penalty for drunkenne^ or breach of duty 
(section 75) by a Railway official, has been changed 
from rupees 50 to imprisonment for a year, fine or 
both (and in case his omission or neglect is likely 
to endanger # the ; safety of passengers), from im¬ 
prisonment for a year to imprisonment for two 
years. 

In section 89 wo have provided that fines under 
the proposed Act shall, as a rule, be recovered in 
the manner prescribed by the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, but that fines imposed on a Railway 
Company or an officer or servant of such (.?m* 
j)any may, in case of non-payment within a week, 
be levied by distress or sale of the Company's 
moveable property, excepting the engines or other 
Tolling'stock. 

These changes have rendered it desirable to 
re-arrange the Bill, which accordingly now consists 
of six parts,—1, Preliminary; 2, Construction of 
Railways; 3, Rules as to use of Railway; 4. 
Rules for the protection of the Company; 5, Rules 
for the protection of the Public; and 6, bines and 
Convictions. 

We recommend that, before taking any further 
steps in the matter, the Bill, as now altered, he 
re-published with this Report, and that copies be 
sent home to the Secretary of State for India and 
the Boards of the Indian Railway Companies. 
The Bill, in its present form, is likely to prove so 
beneficial to the Companies that they will (it is 
hoped) consent by supplementary agreements 
under seal, to its becoming law, and thus waive 
any claim which they might otherwise make by 
reason of its interference with the rights secured 
to them by their respective contracts with the 
Secretary of State.

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INDIAN RAILWAY BILL. 

A Bill to consolidate and amend the Law renting 
to Railways in India . 

(As altered by the Select Committee.) 

. [Preamble.] 

Whkuuas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to Railways in Jmli.i; It 
is hereby enacted as follows;— 


PART T. 
p n k rvr m t.n ary. 

[Short Title.] 

1. This Aet may be called “The Indian 
Railway Act.” 

[Interpretation Clause.] 

2. In this Act., unless there bo something re¬ 
pugnant in the subject or context,— 

[“ Railway.”] 

“ Railway” includes all Railways and Tramways 
in India upon which st-eatn or oilier mechanical 
power is used, whether such Railways and Tram¬ 
ways be under the superintendence of the Govern¬ 
ment or not, and whether opened or not for the 
public conveyance of passengers or goods : 

[“ British India.” “ India.”] 

“ British India” means the territories which are 
or shall be vested in ller Majesty under the Sta¬ 
tute it 1 and 22 Vic., cap. 10b (An Act for the better 
jucernirti.it of India) ; and “ India” shall mean 
p'uch territories and also (so far only as regard.? 
British subjects within the dominions hereinafter 
mentioned) the dominions of Princes and States 
in the East Indies in alliance with ller Majesty; 

[ fi Secretary of State.”] “ j 

“Secretary of State” means Secretary of State 
for India in Council: 

[“ Magistrate.”] 

“ Magistrate” means any person invested with 
the powers of a Magistrate, and includes a Justice 
of the Peace and a Magistrate of 1 J < - ice: 

[“ Collector.”] 

“ Collector” means any OUlcer whose duty it is 
to collect land-revenue: 

[“ Imprisonment.”] 

“Imprisonment” means imprisonment of either 
description as defined in the Indian Penal Code: 

[“Fine.”] 

“ Fine” includes a sum of money duo upon a 
forfeited recognizance; 

[“ Consulting Engineer.”] 

“ Consulting Engineer” means Consulting En¬ 
gineer to the Local Government, and includes a 
Deputy or Assistant Consulting Engineer: 

[Government Gazette, 7 ih January I86S.] C 
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District Superintendent of Police.”] 
u District Superintenden't of Police” includes 
an Assistant Superintended, of Police in charge 
of a division of a district 

• [“ Company.”] 

“Company” means the'-proprietors for the time 
being of any Railway to which this Act applies, 
and their lessees, representatives and assigns: 

[“ Station-Master.”] 

“ Station-Master” denotes the officer for the 
time being in charge of a Railway Station : 
f“ Servant.”] 

“ Servant” includes any person employed in the 
Railway Police or otherwise by or on behalf of a 
Company to do any act upon the Railway ; 
[“Mails”] 

“ Mails” includes post letter bags and boxes, 
and banghy parcels: 

Carriage.”] 

“ Carriage” includes engines, tenders, wagons 
and vehicles of every description adapted for run¬ 
ning on a Railway: 

[“ Traffic.”] 

“Traffic” includes not only passengers and 
their luggage, and goods, animals and other things 
conveyed by any Company, but also carriages : 

| “ Local Government/’] 

And in every part of India in which this Act 
shall operate, “ Local Government” shall mean the 
person authorized by law to administer executive 
Government in such part, and shall include a Chief 
Commissioner: Provided that in ‘respect ol 
matters affecting the general administration of 
any Railway and so far as regards British subjects 
in the said dominions, “Local Government” shall 
mean the authority, or the concurrent authorities, 
which the Governor General of India in Council 
shall from time to time prescribe in thut behalf 
by notification in the Gnzcfle of Lidia 
[“ Advocate General.”] 

And “Advocate General” includes any other 
person authorised to act for the Local Govern¬ 
ment hi any judicial proceeding. 

(Acts repealed.] 

The Acts mentioned in the Schedule hereto 
are repealed to the extent specified in the third 
column of such Schedule, except in so far as the 
first-mentioned Act repeals any other Act, and 
except as to a«ts done, offences committed and 
liabilities incurred before the passing of this Act.

CONSTRUCTION OF RAILWAYS. 

A. Preliminary proceedings.

4. The Local (government may from time to 
time issue certificates authorizing any Company 
which shall have entered into nn agreement 
with the Secretary of State or liie Governor 
General of India in Council, for the construc¬ 
tion of a Railway, their servants and agents, 
to enter upon any lands, and to under¬ 
take such surveys, levels, or other examinations, 
as may be necessary for the proper prosecution of 
the said Railway; also fo dig and bore into the 
subsoil, and to indicate by suitable landmarks the 
boundaries of the land proposed to be taken, and 
the positions of the works proposed to bo made 
and to perform all other necessary preliminary 
acts of the like nature.

Such certificates shall declare the persons en¬ 
titled to use them, the time for which they shall 
bo in force, and the districts or locality for which 
they shall be valid. They sh-11 be published in 
the official Gazette ; they shall be judicially 
noticed; 

And all persons acting under the authority so 
given shall be deemed to be public servants, with¬ 
in the meaning of Cluase 10 of * section 21 of the 
Indian Penal Code and of Chapter IX of the 
same Code. 

[Proviso limiting authority.] 

Provided that they shall not enter any house, 
building or enclosure without having given 
twenty-four hours notice to the occupier thereof, 
or without his assent, nor shall they injure or 
destroy any property, unless such injury or 
destruction be necessary.

[Issue of declaration as w land required. 
Taking of land.] ( 

5. When the boundaries of j the land required 
for the construction of any Railway shall have 
been settled by the Consulting Engineer, the 
Company shall cause the land to be measured, 
and suitable land-plans to be* prepared of the 
same, and thereupon the Local Government 
shall notify in the oilieial Ga&effc that such land 
is required for the Railway, and may then proceed 
to take any such land as if it had been required to 
be taken at the public expense and for public 
purposes, and as if a declaration to that effect 
had been made as required by Act No. VI. ol 
1857, (for the acquisition 'of land for public 
purposes.) 

All such land shall vest absolutely in the Local 
Government. 

^Provision as to boundaries, plans and measure¬ 
ments.] 

6. The boundaries, as determined by the Con¬ 
sulting Engineer, and the plans and measurements 
aforesaid, when verified and found to be correct, or 
when duly corrected by the Collector or other officer 
appointed to proceed under the said Act No. VI.

and measurements, required under Section 4 of 
the same Act, so far as the said land is concerned. 


[Land required for extending or adding to 
Railway.] 

7. If at any time land shall be required for 
any necessary or reasonable extension of, or addi¬ 
tion to, any Railway constructed under agreement 
with the Secretary of State, the Local Govern¬ 
ment may make all requisite declarations for the 
purpose of taking such land ; and all proceedings 
for the actual taking possession of the land shall 
bo bad in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Act No. VI. of 1857. 

[Taking land for temporary purpose.] 

Land may he taken under this Act fora tempo¬ 
rary purpose, in like manner as under the said 
Act No. VI of 1857. 
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{^Company when to be placed in possession.] 

8. When the transfer of- the land to the Local 
Government, shall have been completed, the 
Government shall cause the Company to be 
placed in possession of such land in accordance 
with their agreement with the Secretary of State.

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not be questioned on account of informality in 
any proceeding taken under this Act.

pany require him’lo abandon such working, or so 
to work the mine as not to damage the works ol 
Mio Railway.

[Quaries and ballast pits to be fenced, or filled 
in.- Penalty for not fencing.] 

Every Company shall also he bound either to 
erect and maintain a sufficient fence around any 
quarry or ballast-pit which they shall have exca¬ 
vated, and which, in the opinion of any Magistrate 
or the Consulting Engineer, shall be dangerous to 
the public, or to fill in such excavation. And it 
shall be lawful for a Magistrate, or the Consulting 
Engineer, to order tho Company to erect or re¬ 
pair any such fence on each side of the said Hail- 
way, or around the said quarry or ballast-pit, or 
to fill in any such excavation, within a time to he 
specified in the order, and upon failure of the Com¬ 
pany to comply with such order, they shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding fifty Rupees for 
every day that they fail so to do.

in good working order to the satisfaction of the 
Consulting Engineer. 

Inspection of Railways. 

[Local Government may appoint persons to 
inspect Railways.] 

20. It shall be lawful for the Local Govern¬ 
ment, if and when they shall think fit, to authorize 
any officer to inspect any Railway and the work¬ 
ing thereof ; and every officer so authorize, may at 
all reasonable times, upon producing his authority, 
if required, enter upon aud examine the said 
Railway and the stations, works, buildings, and 
carriages belonging thereto and tho mode of 
maintaining tho Railway and of conducting the 
traffic thereon.

2i. If any portion of a Railway or any car- 
riages used thereon shall, in the opinion of any 
officer duly appointed under Section 23, become so 
unsafe as that traffic on such portion or nseof such 
carriages would be attended with danger to the 
public, or to the servants of the Company, the Lo¬ 
cal Government may, on the receipt of his report in 
writing to that effect, together with the grounds 
of his opinion, order the Company to whom such 

.Railway shall belong to close such portion or dis- 
continue the use of such carriages, as the ease may 
be, and postpone the re-opening or rc-user thereot, 
until it shall appear to the Local Government 
that such re-opening or re-user may take place 
without danger to the public. 

Such order shall specify tho defects likely to 
cause danger to tho public, or the persons so em¬ 
ployed as aforesaid.

25. It shall be lawful for any Company with the 
previous permission of the Locul Government to 
make a junction between their railway and any other 
railway. But all interferences with works of the 
otbor railway, necessary or convenient for effect¬ 
ing the junction, shall be made under the superin¬ 
tendence and to the reasonable satisfaction of»the 

Consulting Engineer; and in ease of any difference 
arising as to the mode of effecting a junction, the 
same shall ho determined by a referee appointed 
by the Local Government.

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[Company not to take lands for interfere with 
works further than necessary.]

26. Nothing contained in Section 25 shall au¬ 
thorise the Company for the purposes of the junc¬ 
tion to take or enter upon any lands in the 
possession of the Company to whom the other rail¬ 
way belong, or to alter or interfere with any 
railway or any of the works thereof, further or 
otherwise than is necessary for making the junc¬ 
tion, without? the previous consent in writing in 
every instance of the Agent of such other Com¬ 
pany. 

[Expense of signals and watchmen.] 

27. The Company with whose railway the 
junction is made, may from time to time erect 
such signals and convenieurocs incident to the 
junction either on their own lands or the lands 
of the Company making the junction, and may 
from time appoint and remove such watchmen, 
switchmen or other persefifs a§^ jnay be necessary 
for the prevention of danger t'd} or interference 
with, the traffic at and near the junction. 

The working and management of such signals 
and conveniences wherever situate shall be under 
the exclusive regulation of the Company with 
whose railway the junction is made. All the ex¬ 
penses of erecting and maintaining those signals 
and conveniences and of employing those watch¬ 
men, switchmen and other persons, and all inci¬ 
dental current expenses shall at the end of every 
half-year be repaid by the Company making the 
junction, and in default thereof may bo recovered 
from them in any court of competent jurisdiction. 
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Standard dimensions . 

[Fixed structures, and rolling-stock to be of 
standard dimensions.] 

28. On every Railway constructed on the 
guage of five feet six inches, the Company shall 
be bound unless specially exempted by the Gover¬ 
nor General in Council, to erect all the fixed 
structures, and to construct all the rolling-stock, 
in conformity with the standard dimensions deter¬ 
mined in tliat behalf from timo to time by the 
Governor General in Council. 

It shall be lawful for the Local Government to 
order the said owners to make good all defects in 
such structures or rolling-stock, and to suspend 
their use until such defects shall be made good to 
the satisfaction of the Lccal Government, 

Any Company contravening the provisions of 
ibis section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
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one hundred Rupees for every day on which any 
such structures or rolling-stock shall continue to 
be so unlawfully used.

No. 1. 

Tub following amended noto is to be substi¬ 
tuted for tlio note appended to Rule VII, Section 
1 of tho Waste Land Rules at page 351. 

Note .—'The portions of these Rules which de¬ 
clare a survey to be indispensable, before any 
waste land can be sold, or any existing grant 
redeemed, are suspended. But whenever land is 
sold or redeemed before survey, the whole area 
. is to remain hypothecated for any deficiency of 
price which may appear when tho land is sur¬ 
veyed ; and no application for uusurveyed land is 
to be accepted until tho applicaut shall have 
cut a boundary road round the lot, and shall 
agree to keep it open and to erect masonry pillars 
to mark tho line, immediately on entering into 
possession; so that tho land may be readily iden¬ 
tified. 

2. In dealing with future applications for 

uusurveyed waste lands, the District Officer will 
be careful to sec that a boundary road is cleared 
round the lot to his satisfaction, before it be 
4 >ut up for sale under Section IV, Clause 1 of 
tho Rules. Tho District should also 

enforce the erection of boundary^ pillars, under 
Section V, Clause 1, or himself erect such pillars 
at the expense of'the grantee, within three 
months of the grantee being put iu possession. 
It should be the object of the District Officer to 
have the boundaries of tbe grant surveyed, as 
soon as possible, after the line is cleared ; but 
should this be impossible, the boundary pillars 
should at once be created, so as to mark the line. 

3. To meet cases in which the original appli¬ 
cant is out-bid at the sale of the lot, and does 
not become the eventual purchaser, the Collector 
should make a fair estimate of the cost of clearing 
tbe boundaries; and it should be made a condition 
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of the sale that the amount so estimated shall be 
paid to the Collector for refund to the original 
applicant, under ltulc 3 of Section 4. 

4. The Boarcl desire to impress upon all Dis¬ 
trict Officers receiving applications for unsurveyed 
waste lands, the importance of a’careful attention 
to the requirements of this ltulc,, which should 
be made known to all persons°Hkely to apply for 
such lands.

(8) . For regulating the use of the eleotric 
telegraph along the line; 

(9) . For regulating the conservancy of the 
stations and premises of the Company; 

(10) . And, generally, for regulating the travel¬ 
ling upon, or using and working of the Railway 
and all appurtenances thereto. 

But no such regulation shall authorize the clos¬ 
ing of the Railway, or prevent the passage of 
engines or carriages on the Hail way at reasonable 
times, except at any time when, in consequence of 
any of the works being out of repair, or from 
any other sufficient cause, it shall be necessary to 
close tbe Railway or any part thereof. 

[Power to enforce regulations by bye-laws.] 

80. For better enforcing the observance of all' 
or any of such regulations, it shall be lawful for 
the Cbmpany to make bye-laws, and from time to 
time to repeal, alter and add to the same: Provid¬ 
ed that such bye-laws, alterations and additions be 
not repugnant to the laws of British India, or 
to the provisions of this Act and be allowed by 
tbe Governor General of India in Council. 

All such bye-laws shall bo reduced into writing, 
and shall have aflixed thereto the common seal of 
the Company, and shall be authenticated by the 
signature of a Secretary to the Government of 
India and published in the Gazette vj India , and 
sball be judicially noticed. 

Any person offending against any such bye-law 
•half be liable for every such offence to a fine not 
exceeding fifty Rupees, to be imposed by the 
Company in such bye-laws as a penalty for any 
such offence; and if the infraction or non-obser¬ 
vance of any such bye-law or other such regulation 
as aforesaid, be attended with danger or annoyance 
to the public, or hindrance to the Company in 
tbe lawful use of the Ruiiwuy, it shall he lawful 
for the Company summarily to interfere, to obviate 
or remove such danger, annoyance or hindrance, 
and. that without prejudice to any penalty incurred 
by the infraction of the byo-law.

SI. A copy of such parts of this Act as the 
Governor ’ General of India in Council shall 
direct, and a copy of such bye-laws, when 
allowed by the Governor General of India 
in Council, and of the Time Table and of the 
Tariff of tolls, rates and charges, or such parts of 
such bye-laws, time table and tariff respectively as 
the Local Government shall from time to time direct 
•hall be painted on boards, or printed on paper' in 
English and the vernacular language of the district 
•nd pasted on boards, and shall be hung up or 
affixed and continued in some conspicuous part of 
such stations belonging to the Company as the 
Local Government shall from time to time direct, 
st> as to give public notice thereof to the parties 
interested therein or affected thereby; and such 
boards shall from time to time be renewed as* 
often as the copies thereon or any part thereof 
^ shall be obliterated or destroyed. 

No fine imposed by any such bye-law shall he 
recoverable from any person not a servant of the 
Company unless the same bye-law shall have been 
published and kept published in manner aforesaid. 

No such fine shall be recoverable from a ser¬ 
vant of the Company unless he shall either have 
received a copy of the bye-law in a language i 
tfhich lie reads and understands, or unless he 
•hall have been expressly informed by an officer 
of the Company of the existence and substance 
of such bye-law. 

[Such bye-laws to bo binding on all parties.] 

32. Such bye-laws, when so allowed, published ' 
sad affixed, shall be binding upon all parties, 
and shall be sufficient to justify all persons acting 
tfnder the same; and for proof of the publica¬ 
tion of any such bye-laws, it shall be suffi¬ 
cient to prove that a printed paper or printed 
board, containing a copy of such bye-laws, was 
affixed and continued in manuer by this Act 
directed, and in case of its being afterwards dis¬ 
placed or damaged, then that such paper or hoard 
wag re-placed as soon as conveniently might be.

S3. Every Company shall, within forty-eight 
hours after the occurrence upon their Railway, 
or in or upon any of the stations, sheds, sidings, 
carriages; or other property belongiug to such 
^ Company, of any accidental death or any accident 
attended with serious personal injury, give notice 
thereof to'the* Local Government through such

every each notice 6hall be deemed a privileged 
communication. 

[VineTor not giving notice.] 

34. If any Company omit to give such notice, 
it shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty 
Eupees for every day during which the said omis¬ 
sion shall have continued. 

^Return of Occidents to be delivered to Govern¬ 
ment.] • 

35. The Local Government may from time to 
time direct any Company to make up and deliver 
to them a return of accidents occurring in the 
course of the public traffic upon the Railway 
belonging to such Company, or in the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance, or repair of the line, whether 
attended with personal injury or not, in such form 
as the Government shall deem necessary. 

Returns of Traffic . 

[Returns of traffic and table of tolls.] 

30. The Governor General in Council may 
from time to time direct every Company to 
make and deliver to them returns, according 
to forms to be furnished to the Company of 
the traffic in passengers, cattle and goods res¬ 
pectively, according to the several classes on the 
Hallway; and also a table of all tolls, rates, and 
charges from time to time levied on each class of 
passengers, and on cattle and goods, conveyed on 
the Railway : Provided that such returns shall be 
required, in like manner and at the same time 
from all the said Company, unless the Governor 
General in Council shall specially exempt any of 
such Companies. 

[Fine for non-delivery of return.j 

87. If any return required by this Act shall 
not be so delivered within thirty days after the 
same shall have been required by the Government, 
the said Company shall he liable to a flue not 
exceeding fifty Rupees for every day during which, 
the said Company has omitted, alter the expira¬ 
tion of thirty days from the date of such requisi¬ 
tion, to deliver the said return. 

(Penalty for continued neglect to give notice or 
deliver return.] 

38. If after any conviction of any failure or

Si). Any summons issued under this Chapter 
may be served upon the Company by leaving the 
same at their head office, or by serving the same 
on their principal agent or manager in India. 

B,— Carriage of Mails. 

[Governor General in Council may require 
Companies to convey the mail.] 

40. The Governor General of India in Council 
may, b\ r notice in writing under the hand of the 
Director General of the Post Office or of any other 
Officer duly authorized in this behalf, delivered to 
any Company, require that the mails shall, from 
the day to be named in any such notice, be con¬ 
veyed and forwarded by such Company on their 
HaiUvay, cither by the ordinary trains of car¬ 
riages, or by special trains, as need may be at 
such hours or times as the Governor General in 
Council shall direct, together with the guards ap¬ 
pointed and employed by the Governor General in 
Council in charge thereof, and any other officers 
of the Post Office. 

Thereupon the said Company shall, from the 
day to bo named in such notice, at their own 
costs, provide sufficient carriages and engines on 
their Railway for the conveyance of such mails to 
the satisfaction of the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil and receive and convey by such ordinary or 
special trains of carriages or otherwise as need 
may be, all such mails as shall for that purpose 
bo tendered to them, or any of their officers or 
servants, by any officer of the Post Office, and 
also receive and convey, in and upon the carriages 
carrying such mails the guards in charge thereof 
and any other officers of the Post Office, and shall 
receive and leave such mails, guards and officers 
at such places in the line of such Railway, on 
such days, at such hours or times in the day or 
night, and subject to all such reasonable regula¬ 
tions and restrictions as to speed of travelling, 
places, times, and duration of stoppages, and 
times of arrival as the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil shall in that behalf from time to time direct. 

The Company shall not be entitled to any re¬ 
muneration for the conveyance of such mails, 
guards and officers. 

[Government Gazette, January 186SJ j 
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[Exclusive use of carriage if necessary.] 

41. The Governor General in Council may by 
such notice as aforesaid, require that the whole 
ol* the inside of any carriage used on any Railway 
for the conveyance of mails, shall be exclusively 
appropriated for the purpose of carrying the mails,

[Separate carriage for soiting letters.] 

42. The Company shall, on being required 
in manner aforesaid, so to do by the Governor 
General in Council, provide (in addition to the 
carriages aforesaid) n separate carriage fitted 
up as the Governor General in Council shall 
direct, for the purpose of sorting letters therein, 
and shall forward the same carriage by their 
Railway, at such hours or times, and subject to 
all such reasonable regulations as the Governor 
General in Council shall direct. The Company 
shall receive and convey in any such last-men¬ 
tioned carriage, all such mails and officers of the 
Rost Office as the Governor General in Council 
shall reasonably require, and shall deliver and 
leave any mails and officers of the Post Office at 
such places on the line of the Railway as the 
Governor General in Council shall from time to 
time reasonably direct. 

[Companics to be subject to directions of Go¬ 
vernment respecting conveyance.] 

13. For the greater security of the mails so to 
be carried or conveyed by Railways, the Company, 
and their officers and servants shall obey all such 
reasonable regulations respecting the conveyance, 
delivering, and leaving of such mails, guards and 
officers of the Post Office on any such If ail way, 
as the Governor General in Council shall from 
time to time make: 

Provided that it shall not be lawful for any 
officer or servant of the Post Office to interfere 
with or give orders to the engineer or other per¬ 
son having the charge of any engine upon any. 
Railway along which mails shall be conveyed ; 
but if any cause of complaint shall arise, the 
same shall be stated to the officer of the Com¬ 
pany having charge of the train ; or to the chief 
officer at any station upon the Railway ; and in 
case of any default or neglect on the part of any 
officers or servants of the Company to comply 
with any of the regulations of the Governor 
General in Council, the Company shall be wholly 
responsible for the same, 

[Penalty for refusing or neglecting to convey 
mails.] 

41. Any Company, or any officers or servants 
of a f’pmpany, refusing or neglecting to carry 
or convey any mails when tendered to them 

(will; i «rtf«nf 3 i] 
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for suob purpose by any officer of the Post 
Office, or refusing or neglecting to receive and 
deliver any such mails, mail-guards or other 
officers of the Post Office, at such places, at such 
times, on such days, and subject to such regula¬ 
tions a§ to speed of travelling, places, times, and 
duration of stoppages as the Governor General in 
Council shall from time to time reasonably direct 
as hereinbefore provided, or not obeying all such 
regulations respecting the conveyance of the 
mails on any such Railways as the Governor 
General in Council shall make for the purposes 
aforesaid, shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay a sum not exceeding two hundred Rupees. 


[Service of notices.] 

45. All notices under the provisions of this 
Part of this Act by the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil to any Company, shall be considered as duly 
served on the Company in case the same shall be 
given or delivered to the Agent of such Company. 

C.—Conveyance of Troops. 

[Companies to convey Military and Police at 
certain charges. 

4*1. Whenever the Governor General of India in 
Council or the Local Government shall determine 
to move any of the officers or soldiers of Her M ajes- 
ty’s Forces or any other persons to whom the provi¬ 
sions of the Mutiny Act, or the Articles of War 
made by the Governor General in Council, for the 
time being in force shall be applicable, or any offi¬ 
cers or privates of the police together with pri¬ 
soners or other persons (if any) in their charge or 
custody, or any urtizans in the employment of 
Government, by any Railway, the Company shall 
permit such persons respectively, with their bag¬ 
gage, stores, arms, ammunition and other neces¬ 
saries and things, to be conveyed, on the produc¬ 
tion of a route or order for their conveyance 
signed by the proper authorities. 

The Company shall‘ be bound to provide such 
conveyance as aforesaid for each Officer proceeding 
on duty, such Officers being entitled to convey¬ 
ance in a first ctns9 carriage at second class fares, 
the soldiers, privates of the police and European 
artizans being entitled to conveyance in second 
class carriages at the lowest fares, and all other 
persons at the lowest fares. 

Every officer so conveyed shall be entitled to 
take with him two xnaunds of personal luggage 
without extra charge, and every soldier and 

[Gownment QazHte, 2l#l January 1868.] 
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private shall be entitled to take with him half a 
maund of personal luggage without extra charge, 
all excess of the said weights being paid for at 
the rate of not n&ore than one pie per maund per 
mile. 

All public baggage, stores, arms, ammunition 
and other necessaries and things, except gun¬ 
powder and other combustible "matters, which the 
Company shdli only be bound to convey at such 
prices and on such conditions as may be from 
time to time contracted for between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Company, shall be con¬ 
veyed at charges not exceeding one pie per maund 
per mile, the assistance of the soldiers or police 
being given in loading and unloading such goods. 

The privileges of conveyance and carriage here¬ 
by stipulated for shall 'at all times be used and 
enjoyed in preference to and priority over the 
public use of the Kail way for conveyance and 
carriage. 

J ),— Cheap Daily Trains. 

[Companies to provide one cheap trian each 
way daily.] 

47. All Companies not specially exempted 
from the operation of this section by the Governor 
General of India in Council, shall, by means of one 
train at the least, to travel along their Railway from 
one end to the other of each trunk branch or 
junction line belonging to or leased by them, so 
long as they shall continue to carry other passen¬ 
gers over such trunk, branch or junction line once 
at the least each way on every day provide for 
the conveyance of passengers to and from the 
terminal and other ordinary passenger stations of 
the Railway under the following conditions (that 
is to say) :— 

(a .)—Such train shall start at an hour to he 
from time to time fixed by the Company, subject 
to the approval of the Local Government ; 

(h .)—Such train shall travel at an average rate 
of speed not less than ten miles an hour fur 
the whole distance travelled, including stoppages; 

(<;.)—Such train shall, if required, take up and 
set down passengers at every passenger-station 
which it shall pass on the line ; 

{(L )—The carriages in which passengers shall 
he conveyed by such train shall provide a space 
of at least three and a rhalf square feet for each 
passenger and shall ho protected from the sun 
and weather in a manner satisfactory to the Local 
Government; 

(*.)—-The faro or charge for each passenger by 
such train shall not exceed two pics for each mile 
i or fraction of a mile travelled ; 
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(/.)— Each passenger by such train shall bo 
allowed to take with him twenty pounds weight 
of luggage, not being merchandize or other arti¬ 
cles curried fur hire or profit, without extra charge, 
and any excess of luggage shall he charged by 
weight at a rate not exceeding the lowest rate of 
charge for passengers* luggage by other trains ; 

(/ 7 .)—~Children under three years of age accom¬ 
panying passengers by such trains shall be taken 
without any charge, and children three years and 
upwards, hut under ten years of age, at half the 
charge for an adult, passenger. 

If any Company shall refuse or wilfully neglect 
to comply with the provisions of this section 
within a reasonable time, or shall attempt to evade 
the operation of such pm visions or any of them, 
such Company shall be liable to a fine not exceed¬ 
ing two hundred Rupees for every day during 
which such refusal, neglect, or evasion shall con¬ 
tinue. 

* The Governor General in Council may from 
time to time, by notification in the Gazette of 
India , relieve any Railway Company from the 
whole or any part of any liability imposed upon it 
by the former part of this seetiou. 

Chapter II. —As to Passengers, their Fares and 
Luggage . 

[Fares to bo prepaid.] 

48. No person shall enter any carriage used 
on a Railway for the purpose of travelling therein 
without having first paid his fare, and obtained 
a ticket. 4 

[Tickets to be furnished. Tickets to bo given 
np on demand.] 

Every person desirous of travelling on a Railway 
shall, upon payment of his fare, be furnished with a 
ticket, specifying the class of carriage and the 
place to which the faro has been paid, and shall, 
when required, show his ticket to any officer or 
servant of the said Company duly authorized to 
examine the same, and shall deliver up such ticket, 
upon demand, to any of the Company’s officers or 
servants duly authorized to collect tickets. 

[Penalty.] 

Any person not producing or delivering up his 
ticket, ns aforesaid, shall be liable to,pay the fare 
from the place whence the train originally started. 

[Government Gaielte, 2ltd January 1868.] 
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' fEnforcing payment of fare by passenger not 
producing ticket.] 

49. Payment of any fare to which any passen¬ 
ger not. producing t>r doliwiing up his ticket-shall 
be liable under Section IS may he enforced in the 
same manner as any line imposed under this Act. 

[PcnaUv for frnuj.] 

50, Whoever defrauds or ailenu-ts to defraud 
any Company bv travelling or attempting to travel 
upon their Paiiwnv without, having previously 
paid his fan*; or by riding in or upon a carriage of 
a higher class than that for which he shall have 
paid Ids fare ; or l>v e.-n*inning hi'* journey in or 
upon auv of the carriages of the Company beyond 
the place for which he shall have paid his fare 
without previously paying the fare for the addi¬ 
tional distance, and with intent, to avoid payment 
therei/ ; or who shall knowingly and wilfully 
refuse or neglect, on arriving at. th$ point to 
which he shall have paid his fare, to quit such 
carriage, or who shall in any other manner what¬ 
ever attempt to evade the payment of his fare, 
sh -11 he liable to a fine not. exceeding fifty Rupees 
for each offence. 

f At intermediate stations, fares and tickets to 
be conditional.] 

51. At, the intermediate stations, the fares 
shall be deemed to he accepted, and the tickets 
furnished only upon condition that there be room 
in the train for which the tickets shall be fur¬ 
nished. 

In ease there shall not be room for all the 
passengers to whom tickets shall have been fur- 
nishfcd, those who shall have'obtained tickets for 
the longest distance shall have the preference ; 
and those who shall havo obtained tickets for the 
Fame distance shall have the preference according 
to the order in which they shall have received 
their tickets : 
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[Proviso.] 

Provided that all officers and troops of Her 
Majesty on duty, and all other persons on the busi¬ 
ness of Her Majesty who, by virtue of any con¬ 
tract with the East India Company or Her Ma¬ 
jesty, shall be entitled to be conveyed on such 
Railway in preference to, or in priority over, the 
public, shall be Entitled to such preference and 
priority without reference to the distance for 
which, or the order in which, they shall have 
received their tickets. 

[Penalty for entering private room or carriage.] 
52, If any special carriage, or portion of a 
carriage, or any private room or apartment, 
shall bo -provided by any Company for the 
exclusive use of females, any male person, 
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who without lawful excuse shall enter such carti¬ 
lage, or portion of a carriage, or any such room 
or apartment, knowing the same to be exclusively 
appropriated as aforesaid, or shall remain therein 
after having been informed of its exclusive appro¬ 
priation, ©lull be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred Rupees, and may he Removed therefrom, 
and also from the premises of the Company, bv 
any of the servants of the Company, and shall 
forfeit his fare. 

{Non-liability for luggage, unless booked and 
paid for.] 

53. No such Company shall in anv case he 
answerable for loss or injury to any passengers’ 
luggage, unless it shall have been booked and se¬ 
parately paid for. *

[Non-liability for loss of gold, silver, &c. unless 
iji the ease of special engagement.] 
f 51. No Company shall iu any ease be answerable 
for loss of or injury to any gold or silver, coined or 
uncoined, manufactured or unmanufactured, or any 
precious stones, pearls, jewellery, watches, clocks 
or time-pieces of any description, trinkets, Go¬ 
vernment securities, bids of exchange, hundis, pro¬ 
missory notes, bank-notes, orders, or other secu¬ 
rities for payment of money. Government, stamp- 
paper, Government stamps of anv description, 
maps, writings, title-deeds, paintings engravings, 
prints, photographs, pictures, plated articles, 
glass, china, opium, silks in a manufactured or 
unmanufactured state, and whether wrought-up 
or not wrought-up with other materials, shawls, 
lace, cloths and tissue embroidered with the 
precious metals or of which such metals form 
parts, articles of ivory, ebony or sandal-wood, 
musical instruments, or any of them, contained j 
in any parcel or package which shall have been , 
delivered to the Company, either to be carried for 
hire or to accompany the person of any passenger, 
or for loss of, or injury to, any horses, cattle or 
other animal*, delivered as aforesaid, unless the 
value and nature of such articles or animals shall

agents, officers or servants. 

f Remedy for non-payment of the carriage of 
goods. • • 

50. If any person shall fail to pay on demand 
any sum due tn any Company for the conveyance of 
any goods on its line, or due to any other Company 
for the conveyance of any such goods on its line, 
when the two lines form portions of one continu¬ 
ous line of Railway communication, the former 
Company may detain all or any part of such 
goods, or if the same shall have been removed 
from the premises of such Company, ahy other 
goods of such person which shall then be on their 
premises ; or shall thereafter come into their 
possesion; and may also sell by public auction 
sufficient of such goods to realize the sum payable 
as aforesaid, and all charges and expenses of such 
dHtemion and sale, and out of the proceeds of the 
sale retain the sum so payable, together with the 
charges arid expenses aforesaid : 

The surplus, if any, of the said proceeds, and 
such of the goods as shall remain unsold, shall be 
rendered to the person entitled thereto : 

Or the Company may recover any sum so due 
by suit iu any Court of competent jurisdiction. 

f Written account of goods to be given on 
demand.] 

57. The owner or person having the care of 
any goods which slnlll have been carried upon 
such Railway, or shall be brought on to the 
premises of any Company for the purpose of 
being carried on their Railway, shall, on de¬ 
mand* by any officer or servant of the Company, 
appointed 10 receive goods to be carried on that 
part of the Railway on which such goods shall 
have been carried, or shall be about to be carried, 
deliver to such officer or servant an exact account 
iu writing, signed by him, of the number or 
quantity and description of such goods. 

[Penalty for false account.] 

53. If any such owner or person as aforesaid 
shall wilfully fail to give such account to such 
officer or servant of the Company, or if he 
shall wilfully gjve a false account thereof, be 
shall for every such offence be liable to a'fine 
not exceeding one hundred Rupees for every ton 
of grinds, or for any parcel exceeding one hundred 
weight; and to a fine not exceeding fifty Rupees

any jparqel less than one hundred weight. 

AH penalties imposed under this section shall 
be in addition to the toll chargeable for such goods 
or parcel. 

[Carriage of goods of a dangerous nature.] 

59. No person shall carry upon any Railway 
any dangerous goods, or be entitled to require 
any Company to carry upon their Railway 
any luggage or goods which, in the judgment 
of the Company or any of their officers or ser¬ 
vants, shall be of a dangerous nature. 

Whoever carries upon any Railway any dan¬ 
gerous goods, or delivers to any Company any 
such goods for the purpose of being curried upon 
their Railway, withuut distinctly marking their 
nature on the outside of the package containing 
the same, or otherwise giving n<»tioe in writing of 
the nature, thereof to the book-keeper or other 
servant of the Company to whom the same shall 
be delivered for the purpose of being so carried, 
shall, for every such offence, he liable to a fine not 
exceeding five hundred Rupees, or to imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to six months, or to 
both. 

Any such Company or any of their officers or 
servants may refuse to carry any luggage or parcel 
that they may suspect to contain goods of a dan¬ 
gerous nature, and require the same to be opened 
to ascertain the fact previously to carrying the 
same ; and in ease any such luggage or pared 
shall be received by the Company for the purpose 
of being carried on the Railway, the Company, or 
any of their officers or servants may stop tlm 
transit thereof, until they shall be satisfied as to the 
nature of the contents of the luggage or parcel. 

Tt-fjfie Arrangements. 

[Duty of Companies to arrange for receiving 
' and forwarding traffic without delay or partiality.] 

60. Every Company shall, according to its 
powers, afford all reasonable facilities for the re¬ 
ceiving and forwarding and delivering of traffic 
upon and from the Railway belonging to or work¬ 
ed by such Company, and (or the return of car¬ 
riages. 

No such Company shall make or give any un¬ 
due or unreasonable preference or advantage to or 
ill favour of any particular person or Company/ 
or any particular description of traffic, in any res¬ 
pect whatsoever ; 

Nor shall any such Company subject any par¬ 
ticular person or Company, or any particular

description of traffic, to any undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage in any respect whatso¬ 
ever. 

Every Company having or working a Bailway 
which forms part of a continuous line of Railway 
communication, or which has the terminus or 
station of the one near the terminus or station of 
the other, shall afford all due and reasonable 
facilities for receiving and forwarding all the 
traffic arriving by one of such Railways by the 
Other without any unreasonable delay, and without 
any such preference or advantage, or prejudice or 
disadvantage, as aforesaid, and so that no 
obstruction may be offered to the public de¬ 
sirous of using such Railways as a continuous 
line of communication, and so that all reasonable 
accommodation may, by means of the Railways 
of the several Companies, be at all times afforded 
tq the public in that behalf'. 

[Parties complaining that reasonable facilities 
for forwarding traffic, &c., aro withheld, may 
apply to the I-figh Court.] 

61. The Advocate General, or any Company or 
person complaining against any Company of any 
thing done, or omission made in violaton or 
contravention of the lost preceding section, 
may apply, in a summary way, by motion or 
summons, to the High Court; and such Court may 
hear and determine the matter of such complaint; 
and for that purpose, if the Court shall think fit, 
may direct and prosecute, in such mode, and by 
such engineers, advocates or other persons as 
they shall think proper, all such inquiries as may 
bo deemed necessary to enable such Court to 
form a just judgment on the matter of such com¬ 
plaint.

62. Whoever wilfully obstructs or impedes any 
officer or servant of a Company in the discharge 
of his duty on the Railway, or oil auy of the 
works, stations or premises connected therewith, 
shall be liable to a line not exceeding fifty Rupees, 
and in default of payment to imprisonment for 
two months ; and may be seized arid detained by 
any such officer or servant, until such offender can 
be conveniently taken before a Magistrate.

The destruction of any goods under the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall not alFect the right of 
the Company to recover the freight (if any) due 
for the conveyanee of the same. 

Sale of unclaimed^goods, 

[Sale of unclaimed goods.] 

72. If within two months after the arrival of 
y ' any goods at the station to which they shall have 
been consigned, the consignee or his agent shall 
not take delivery thereof, the Company may give 
notice in writing to such consignee requiring him 
to take delivery of such goods within a reason, 
able time to be specified in the notice. 

Such notice may be given by registered letter 
sent through the Post Office, or (in ease the ad¬ 
dress of the consignee is unknown to the Com¬ 
pany) by posting the notice in the booking-office 
of the station to which the goods are consigned 
and by publishing the notice in a newspaper cir¬ 
culating within the district in which such station 
is situate. 

If delivery of such goods is not taken within 
the time specified in the said notice, the Company 
may sell the goods by public auction and apply 
the proceeds (after deducting the costs of such 
sale) in payment of the freight (if any) and de¬ 
murrage due in respect of the said goods, and 
may hold the surplus (if any) for a period of three 
years from the date of the sale, within which 
time (but not afterwards) the person entitled 
thereto may recover the amount, without interest 
or costs, by suit in any court of competent juris¬ 
diction. 

On the expiration of the said period of three 
years without any claim to such amount having 
been established, the amount shall be paid to the 
Local Government and be carried to the credit of 
the Government of India for the general purposes 
of Government. Provided that this Act shall not 
authorize the payment of any such amount pend¬ 
ing any suit which shall have been instituted 
against the Company in respect thereof.

REGULATIONS FOR THE PROTECTION OP THE 
PUBLIC. 

[Penalty for wilful act or omission with a view 
to endanger a passenger.I 

73. Whoever, whether an officer or servant 
of any Company or not, shall wilfully do any act, 
or shall wilfully omit to do what he is legally 
bound to do, intending by such act or omission to 
cause, or knowing that he is thereby likely to 
cause the safety of any person travelling or being 
upon any such Railway to be endangered, shall be 
liable to transportation for life, or to imprison¬ 
ment for any term not exceeding seven years. 

Whoever shall abet any such act or omission 
within the meaning of Sections 107 and 108 of 
the Indian Penal Code, 6hull be punishable as if 
the act or omission had been contrary to the pro¬ 
visions of such Code. 

[Penalty for wilful act or ommission by a Rail¬ 
way officer endangering passenger.] 

7A. If any officer or servant of a Company shall

Then the suit may be brought by and in the 
names of the persons for whose benefit such action 
would have been if it had been brought by und 
in the name of such executor or administrator. 
And every such suit shall be for the benefit of the 
same persons, and shall be subject to the same 
procedure, as nearly as may be, as if it fiad been 
brought by and in the name of the executor or 
administrator. 

r Damages.] 

86 . In every such suit the Court may give 
such damages as it may think proportioned to the ! 
pecuniary loss resulting from such death to the 
parties respectively for whom and for whose bene¬ 
fit the suit shall be brought : 

The amount so recovered, after deducting ail 
costs and expenses, including the costs not re¬ 
covered from the defendant, shall be divided 
amongst the before-mentioned parties, or any of 
them, in such shares as the Court shall direct : 

It shall be sufficient if the defendant pays 
mouey into Court, that lie pays it as a compensa¬ 
tion in one sum to all persons entitled under this 
Act for his wrongful act, neglect, and default, i 
without specifying the shares into which it is to 
be divided by the Court. And if the said stun be 
not so accepted and an issue is framed as to its 
sufficiency, and the Court shall think the same 
sufficient, the defendant shall be entitled to judg¬ 
ment upon that issue. 

[Claim for loss to estate may be added.] 

87. In any such suit the plaintiff may insert 
a claim for and recover any pecuniary loss to the 
estate of the deceased occasioned by such wrong¬ 
ful* act, neglect or default, which sum, when 
recovered, shall bo deemed part of the assets of 
the estate of the deceased. ^ 

[Limitation of suits under Section 85.] 

88 . Provided that not more than one suit 
under Section 85 shall be brougnt for, or in res¬ 
pect of, the same subject-matter of complaint, and 
that every such suit shall be brought within 
twelve months after the death of the deceased.

FINIS AND CONVICTIONS. 

[Levy of fines under this Act.] 

89. All fines imposed under this Act may 
be recovered if (or offences committed .outride

To remove certain misapprehensions of the rules 
for leave of absence and pension to UncovenantcJ 
Servants, the Governor General in Council is 
pleased to publish the following orders :— 

2. Financial Notification No. *3081, dated 
29th October 1866, promulgated new pension 
rules for Native Judges. The op'ion of the old 
pension rules, which is secured by that Notifica¬ 
tion, to Native Judges who were tho service 
on 29th October 1866, is not afleeted by their 
transfer to Small Cause Courts as Judges. 

* 

3. New rules for leave of absence aud pensions 
for Uncovenanted Servants, generally, were pro¬ 
mulgated on 8th June 1861. An Uncovenantcd 
Servaut appointed before that date, and whom the 
Government may consider to be entitled to favor¬ 
able consideration, is allowed by Financial Notifi¬ 
cation No. 1349, dated 29th March 1865, to count 
service towards pension under tho old rules, when¬ 
ever, in respect of such Reckoning, they may be 
more beneficial than the new, provided he shall not, 
at any time, have availed himself of tho benefits 
conferred by the new leave rules. This proviso 
does not give any UucoVenanted Servant ap¬ 
pointed before 8th June 1863, the option of the 
old leave rules.

the said land is situated, a copy of such applica¬ 
tion together with a notification for tho sale 
of the tenure ou some fixed date not less 
than thirty days from tho hanging of the 
said notice in his Office.

VI. If the claim be adjudicated and disallowed 
on a date subsequent to that notified for the sale 
of tho tenure, the Collector shall issue a second 
notice, in the manner prescribed in Section IV.

date not loss than fifteen days from the hanging 
up of such notice in his Office. 

[Mode of adjudicating such claim.] 

VII. In trying such claim the Collector shall 
bo guided by the Code of Civil Procedure so far 
as the same may be applicable, and the judgment 
passed by tho Collector on such claim shall not 
be subject to appeal, but the party against whom 
it is given may brings suit in the Civil Court to 

) establish his right at any time within one year 
from the date of judgment. 

[How the sale may be stopped.] 

VIII. If the demand, together with interest 
to date of payment and all costs of procoss, be 
paid into Court at any time before tho property 
be knoeked down to any bidder, whether by the 
defaulting hdfder of the tenure or any one on his 
behalf, or .any one interested in tho protection of 
the tenure, such sale shall not take place. 

[Place of sale and person to sell.] 

IX. The sale of tho tenure shall be held in the 
public Office of person conducting the sam^ who 
shall be the Collector in person or any Deputy 
Collector subordinate to him, or any Assistant 
duly authorized by tho Commissioner of Revenue 
to hold such sales. • 

[Purchaser to deposit 25 per cent.] 

X. The tenure shall bo sold to the highest 
bidder at such sale. The party who shall be 
declared to bo the purchaser shall be required to 
deposite immediately twenty-five per cent, of 
the'amount of his bid, and iti default of such 
deposit the tenure shall be put and sold forthwith 
or on the next ensuing office day.

No sale of such tenure shall becomo 
absolute until confirmed by the Collector. At 
any time within thirty days from the date of the 
sale, application may be made to tho Collector to 
sot aside the sale, on the ground of irrelevancy of 
the law or of any material irregularity in pub¬ 
lishing or conducting the sale, but no sale shall 
be set aside on the ground of such irregulatity 
unless the applicant shall prove, to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Collector, that ho has sustained sub¬ 
stantial injury by reason of such irregularity. 

[The sale if not objected to, or if objection be 
disallowed, shall become absolute. When tbe 
order to confirm a sale shall be open to appeal.]

notification issued uuder Section IV. of this Act, 
and such certificate shall be taken, and deemed to 
bo a valid transfer of such right, title, and interest. 
The Collector shall further, on the purchaser mak- 
ing application and depositing the requisite oosts^ 
depute an Officer to put him in possession of the 
tenure by affixing a copy of the certificate of sale 
in some conspicuous place on the land, and pro¬ 
claiming to the occupants by beat of drum, or in 
such other mode as may be customary, at some 
convenient place or places, that the right, title, 
and interest of the holder of the tenure for the 
demand against whom tho tenure has been sold, 
has been transfered to the purchaser.

XVII. From the proceeds of the sale of the 
tenure the Collector shall re-pay to tho applicant 
the necessary expenses incurred by him in procur¬ 
ing tbo sale, and after satisfying the demand in 
execution of which the sale was made, shall hold 
tho residue, if any, in deposit on account of the 
holder of tho tenure for the demand against whom 
tho tenure has been sold. 
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Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

Under the existing law, tenures of land, which 
by the title-deeds or the established usage of the 
country are transferable, and which are not estates 
payiug revenue direct to Government, are liable 
to sale for the recovery of certain demands which 
has been declared to be recoverable us arrears of 
revenue. 

Such sales are to be conducted * r according *to 
the rules prescribed for such sale.” 

Act XI. of 1851) is held to be inapplicable to 
the sales of such tenures, as they are not estates 
or shares of estates paying revenue direct to Go¬ 
vernment j while Act VIII. of 1835, which did 
prescribe a mode of procedure, though brief and 
defective, for such sales, bus been repealed. 

{dwenwnat Qatelta, 18M Mnury 1808.] 
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In the absence of any Act or Regulation pres¬ 
cribing rules for such sales, it is held to be doubt¬ 
ful whether rules prescribed by the executive 
Government would legally suflico, and it has there¬ 
fore been deemed expedient to introduce a Bill to 
prescribe the procedure under which such salos 
should bo conducted. 

The Bill in question has been prepared chiefly 
in accordance with the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, which relate to the sale of tenures 
in execution of decrees lor demands other than 
rent due in respect of the tenure itself, supple¬ 
mented, where necessary, hy further provisions 
based on those of Act VIII. of 1S65, B. C.

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

As Act V of 1862 of the Bengal CounciMias not 
made provision for the compulsory survey of steam 
vessels in any port except Calcutta, and the same 
reasons which make it advisable to have surveys 
of steani vessels which trade from Calcutta, apply :

* WHEREAkf, :Mexpodient toamend the law re¬ 
lating to tl { m^elion of fees in the High Courts 
of Judicature atf fort William in Bengal, Madras, 
and Bombay ; Itvts hereby enacted as follows 
\ [Short title.] 

1. This Act thay be called “ The High Court 
Fees’ Act 1868" 

[Uepeal of Act XX of 1864, sections l\ 3 and 4.] 

2. Sections one, three and four of Act No. 
XX of 1862, (to provide for the levy of Fees and 
Stamp Duties in the High Court of Judicature at 
fort William in Bengal ; and to suspend the opera - 
tion of certain sections of Act VIII of 1859 in the 
eaid High Couit ) are hereby repealed. 

[Government Qasette, 8 rd March 1868.] I P 
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[Pecs to bo collected by stamps.] 

3. All fees for tlio time being chargeable in 
the High Courts of Judicature at Fort "William 
in Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, hnd their several 
offices, shall be collectd by stamps from such date, 
in the said High Court of Judicature at Fort 
William, as the Governor General of India in 
Council shall notify in the Gazelle of India , and 
from Such date, in each of the said other High 
Courts, as the Local Government shall notify in 
the local official Gaulle, 

[Stamps to be impressed or adhesive.] 

4. All or any stamps to be used under this 
Act shall be impressed or adhesive as the Local 
Government may from time to time direct. 

[General Rules to be made by Local Govern¬ 
ment.] 

5. The Local Government, with the concur¬ 
rence of the Chief Justice of the High 
Court, may, from time to time, make rules 
for regulating the use of stamps under 
this Act, and particularly for prescribing the 
application thereof to documents from time to 
time in use or required to be used for the purposes 
of such Btamps, and for insuring the proper can¬ 
cellation of adhesive stamps, and keeping accounts 
of all stamps used in the High Court under this 
Act 

[Documents not properly stamped to be in¬ 
valid.] 

6. No document which ought to bear a stamp 
under this Act shall bo of any validity unless and 
until it is properly stamped; but if auy such 
document is, through mistake or inadvertence, 
received, tiled or used, without being properly 
stamped, a Judge of the High Court may, if he 
thinks fit, order that the same be stamped as in 
such order may be directed, and on such document 
being stamped accordingly, the same and every 
proceeding relative thereto sh all be as valid as if it 
had been properly stamped in the first instance. 

[Saving of fees allowod to sheriff, &c.] 

7. Nothing in this Act shall apply to the 
fees allowed to the sheriff, attorneys, or any clerk 
or officer / f tho High Court, who shall be paid by 
fees instead of by a fixed salary, or to the fees, if 
any, which such sheriff, attorneys, clerk or officer 
shall be allowed to receive in addition to any 
fixed salary. * 
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[Procedure in case of difference m to necessity 
* of imposing a stamp,] 

8. If any difference arise between the officer 
whose duty it is to see that any stamp is affixed 
under this Act and any suitor or attorney, as to 
the necessity of imposing a stamp or the amount 
thereof, the question shall be referred to the Tax¬ 
ing Officer, whose decision thereon shall be final, 
except when the question is, in bis opinion, one 
of general importance, in which case he shall refer 
it to the final decision of the Chief Justice of the 
High Court. 

[Amendment of Stamped instrument.] 

9. Where a stamped instrument is amended 
in order merely to correct a mistake and to make 
if/ confirm to the original intention of the parties, 

^/it shall not be necessary to impose a fresh stamp. 

[Power to extend Act to Presidency Towns 1 
Small Cause Courts.] 

10. The Local Government may by notifica¬ 
tion in the official Gatette extend the provisions of 
sections three, four, five, six, eight and nine, 
mutati mutandis , to the several Courts of Small 
Causes established in the towns of Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay. 


Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

On the establishment of the High Courts of 
Judicature, it was enacted by Act XX of 1862 
that Court fees aud not stamp-duties should be 
chargeable in respect of proceedings in, and 
business coming before, the said Courts in the 
exercise of their ordinary original jurisdiction, 
and on appeal from their ordinary original civil 
jurisdiction. \|®.h© system of oollecting fees in 
money has SMP^fiound practically inconvenient 
as it involve?ttulh uncertainty and delay in 
their realization; and, further, entails the necessity 
of keeping complicated accounts and subjecting 
them to audit and examination. 

It is believed that this inconvenience will bo 
obviated by the substitution of stamps for pay¬ 
ments of fees in money ; and the present Bill, 
which is modelled on the statute 28 Vie., c. 45, 
is intended to effect this substitution. The pro¬ 
posed change has of late years been generally 
adopted in England, and is no less suited to the j 
High Courts of this country. 

[Government GsmtU, 8 rd March 1868*] 
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The stamp system, moreover, commends itself 
for adoption in those Courts, not merely as follow¬ 
ing the English practice, but as being in general 
harmoncy with that prevailing in all Courts of 
justice established beyond the precincts of the 
presidency towns. 

Power is given to the Local Governments to 
extend the principal provisions of the Bill to the 
Presidency Courts of Small Causes.

Fort William, Ike MtA February 1868. 
Resolution on the appointment of Candidates to the 
Subordinate Executive Service. 

1. The number o£ gentlemen, English and 
Native, who are applicants for employment in the 
public service being very large, the Lieutenant- 

Governor has resolved, as an experimental mea¬ 
sure, to make the appointment to the Subordinate 
Executive Service on a combined plan of nomina¬ 
tion and competitive examination. 

8. Three "nominations will be made by the 
Lieutenant-Governor for every appointment; and 
the selection from among the nominees will be 
made by competitive examination. 

As the requirements of the public service in the 
Lower Provinces make it necessary that, some of 
the appointments in the Subordinate Executive 
Service should be filled by gentlemen other than 
Natives of the country, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
when intending to appoint a person who is not a 
Native of India, will nominate three gentlemen 
from candidates ol the class to which the appoint¬ 
ment is meant to be given. Similarly, when a 
vacancy is intended to be tilled by a native gen¬ 
tleman, he will nominate three gentlemen from 
the candidates of the class. 

8, When two or more appointments are to be 
m4de simultaneously from the same class of candi- 
datetf, it will be understood that those who pass '

We, tlio undersigned, the Members of tl,o 
Select Committee of the Council of the Governor 
General of India for the purpose of making Laws 
and Regulations, to whom the Bill lor repealing 
certain enactments which have ceased to be in 
force or have become unnecessary was referred, 
have the honour to report that we Dave considered 
the Btll and the papers noted below,* and have 
examined the Schedule of enactments which the 
BilKpropotcs to repeal. 

• From Under-Secretary to Government of Bom¬ 
bay, No. 3372, dated 20th November 1867. 

From Assistant Secretary to Government of Mad¬ 
ron, Legislative Department, dated 21st December 
1867. 

From Secretary, Board of Revenue, North-Western

Note by Hou’blu Mr. Hobhouso, dated 28th De¬ 
cember 1867.

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Two o f these enactments. Acts No. XIX. of 1858, I 
and No. XLI. of 1858, we have struck out of 1 
list, as wc think tliey will bo more fitly repealed by 
the measure for the consolidation of the stamp- 
laws, which will probably soon be introduced. 

We have also omitted Act No. XX11I. of 1859, 
as being already repealed by Act No. XXV. of 
1865. 

Wo have emitted Act XIX of 1844 as its repeal 
might, it is thought, give rise to questions as to 
the power of the Local Government to abolish 
taxes upon trades in districts which have been 
annexed since the Act was passod. We have also, 
at the desire of the Board of Revenue, North- 
Western Provinces, saved sections 16, IT and 18 
of Act IX. of 1859. 

As some of the persons mentioned in the Sche¬ 
dule to Act XVIII. of 1858 arc still alive, ft 
seems undesirable to repeal that enactment. 

Act. XX of 1859 has not yet expired, and to 
repeal it might, wc think, be premature. 

It seems undesirable to repeal single sections 
which merely repeal prior enactments. Such sec¬ 
tions sometimes serve to interpret the rest of the 
enactment to which they belong. We have there¬ 
fore omitted Act VIII. of 1856, Section 1, and 
Act VI. of 1868, Section 2. 

We have added words saving Act XXIX of 
1837 as to the power to prescribe the language 
and character to be used in revenue and judicial 
proceedings, and saving Act XXVIil of 1865 as 
to estates not completely wound up under its 
• provisions. 

2. Wo think that the following list of Bengal 
Regulations (for preparing which we are chiefly 
fndebted to our late colleague, the llon’ble Mr. 
Justice Hobhouse,) may safely be added to the

A Mil for taxing Professions, Occupations and 
Trades, 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to impoes a tax on all 
persons exercising professions, occupations and 
trades in British India; It is hereby enacted as 
follows 

I.—PSEUMINAHY. 

[Interptetation-clause. “ Magistrate/ 1 ] 

. > I, In this Act " Magistrate 1 ' means any per¬ 
son exercising the powers of a Magistrate, or of 
a Subordinate Magistrate of the first class, and 
inoludes a Magistrate of Police and a Justice of 
&e Peace* «. 

[Government Gasett*, §lt$ Marol 1868J 2 
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[ltepoal of Acta. Saving of other law9 relating 
to licenses or tax.] 

2. Acts No. XXI of 18G7 (for the licensing 
of professions and trades) and No. XXIX of 1867 
(to explain and amend Act No. XXI of 1867) are 
hereby repealed ; but save as aforesaid nothing in 
ibis Act eliall be construed to affect the provisions 
of any other law relating to taxes or licenses. 

[Exemptions from Act.] 

3. Nothing in this Act shall apply to— 

(1) . Officers of Her Majesty's Forces or of 
Her Majesty's Indian Forces, whose pay and 
allowances do not exceed Rs. 6,000 per annum, 
and who arc uot in Civil employment other than 
employment in the Police . 

(2) . Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates 
of either of the said Forces, and who are not in 
Civil employment other than employment in the 
Police : 

(o). Officers of any Police Force whose pay 
and allowances are lcs9 than the pay and allow¬ 
ances of a Captain of Infantry in Iler Majesty's 
Forces in India : 

(4.) Servants and Clerks (whether of Govern¬ 
ment, Companies, bodies corporate, municipal 
committees, partnerships or individuals) whose re¬ 
ceipts from all sources amount in the year to less 
than Rs. 1,000: 

(5) . Any cultivator of land as such in respect 
of the sale of the produce of his land, when he 
does not keep a shop for the sale of such produce : 

(6) . Any part of British India, tribe or class 
of persons exempted by order under section 4 of 
the said Act No. XXI of 1867. 


[Power to exempt from Act,] 

4. The Governor General of India iu Council 
may from time to time, by order, wholly exempt 
from the operation of tins Act any part of British 
India, or any tribe or class of persons dwelling 
l or personally working for gain or carrying on 
business in British India or in any such part. 

The Governor General of India in Council may 
revoke any such order. 

All orders and revocations made under this 
section shall be,publisbedin the (iatelle of India 
and also in the local Gazette. 
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II.— CRRTIPICATES. 

[Certificates to be taken out.] 

5. Prom the first day of May 1868, no person 
whose annual profits are Its. 500 or upwards 
shall exercise any profession, occupation, or 
trade, without a certificate as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided ; and every such person exercising any such 
profession, occupation, or trade, shall annually 
pay fa advance for his said certificate the sura 
specified in schedule A hereto annexed : 

Provided that no person exercising two or more 
professions, occupations, or trades, shall be re¬ 
quired to take out under this Act more than one 
certificate in any one year for the purpose of ex¬ 
ercising such professions, occupations, or trades.

6. Every such certificate shall have effect 
and continue in force from the day of the date 
thereof until the thirtieth day of April next 
following, on which day in each year all such 
certificates shall expire.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

The present Bill proposes to repeal and re-enact, 
with some modifications, the Licenso Act and the 
amending Act XXIX of 1807 under the title of a 
Bill for taxing professions, occupations, and 
trades. 

The principal changes which the Bill will intro¬ 
duce are these : — 

The License Act taxes traders whose profits are 
^Rupees 200. The Bill only applies to cases where 
the profits equal or exceed Rupees 500. 

The Act comprises within one class all profits 
amounting to Rupees 25,000 and upwards. The 
Bill here makes three classes, the highest class 
commencing at Rupees ,1,00,000, th»' second, at 
Rupees 50,000. The Act comprises in its class 
IV, profits from Rupees 1,000 to Rupees 5,000. 
The Bill here has two classes, the higher class 
commencing at Rupees 2,500. 


The rate of the tax imposed under the Act was 
two per cent, on the lowest income in each of the 
six classes. The Bill lowers this rate to 1*6 per 
cent, except in the case of official incomes, where 
£it adopts an uniform rate of one per cent. 

[ Government Gazette, 31s/ March 1SG8.] 
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Under the Act, all payments of whatever amount 
where made on a single day. Under the Bill, 
amounts equalling or exceeding Rupees 40 will, as 
a rule, be payable in two half-yearly instalments. 
In the ease of official incomes, the percentage will 
be deducted from the monthly payments. 

Under the Act a Company paid for its license a 
sum depending on the amount of its paid-up 
capital. Under the Bill it will pay one per eeut. 
on the dividend which it has declared during the 
previous year. If no such dividend has been de¬ 
clared, the Company will pay the nominal tax 
uf Rupees 10. Companies whose principal place 
«.»t business is out of India will pay a taxol Rupees 
oUO. 

These changes rendering the tax not only lower 
in its amount but narrower iii its incidence, it is 
thought expedient to withdraw from the Supreme 
liovernment the power to authorize deductions oi 
monies paid under municipal or local laws.

Section 132 of the Consolidated Customs'Act 
(No. VI of 1863) authorizes the refund of export 
duty levied upon goods not shipped or on goods 
shipped and afterwards re-landed. Thu privilege, 
however, is accompanied by a proviso that the ap¬ 
plication to re-land be made, or the notice of 
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port. The Bengal Chamber of Commerce has 
represented that the section is practically a dead- 
letter owing to the impossibility, under the pre¬ 
sent system of business, of conforming to the 
proviso. 

“ As a rule,” the Chamber observes— 

“ Ships are now despatched with as little delay 
as possible after clearance at the Custom House. 
Having secured a pilot and engaged a steamer to 
tow her to sea, a vessel starts at a very early hour 
the day after she clears (generally late in the I 
afternoon,) and is half-way down the river befoii 


a shipper can be aware that a port 1 ' in of his goods 
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has been shut out. 


" A Master of a vessel may engage to take on 
board more than he finds at the last moment the 
ship can carry, and is unable to receive a portion 
of tho cargo with which ho clears out, hut his 
sbi^ cannot be detained, and the vessel leaves tiie 
port before application for re-land of short-ship¬ 
ment can be made within tho period limited by 
tho Act.” 

The present Bill accordingly proposes to extend 
the time within which tho application or notice

A Ititt to exempt Timber and Woods from Import 
Duty. 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to exempt timber and 
woods imported hy sea into British India from the 
duties of customs chargeable thereon ; It is hereby 
enacted as follows:— 

[Timber and woods to be free of import duty ] 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in 
*' the Indian Customs’ Duties' Act lSlii" to 
duties of customs shall be chargeable on timber 
and woods imported by sea into British India. 


Statement op Outers and Reasons. 

The Indian Customs' Duties’ Act (No. XVII 
of 1867) imposes duties of 7£ per cent, on all 
timber imported into British India. These duties 
are so high that they have effectually checked an 
importation which, in the present state of demand 
and supply, it is desirable to encourage. The 
present Bill, therefore, abolishes the duties in 
question so far as regards timber imported by sea.

The following* Bill was read in the Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal for the pur¬ 
pose of making Laws and Regulations on the i!lst 
March 1868, and was referred to a Select Com¬ 
mittee who are to report thereon after the ~uth 
April next:— 

A Bill to amend and consolidate the law for the 
regulation of Police in Towns under the con¬ 
trol of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, and 
for the Conservancy and Improvement thereof 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to amend and consoli¬ 
date the law for the regulation of the Police in 
Towns in the Provinces under the control of the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, to which the 
District Municipal Improvement Act may not be 
extended, and for the conservancy and improte- 
raent thereof; It is enacted as follows 
[Interpretation.] 

I. The following words .and expressions in 
this Act shall have the several meanings hereby 
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assigned to them, except where a different inten¬ 
tion shall appear from the context, that is to 
say: — 

[“ Magistrate of the District.”] 

The words “ Magistrate of the District” shall 
mean the chief officer charged with the executive 
administration of a district in criminal matters 
by whatsoever designation such officer is called. 

[“ Magistrate.”] 

The word (i Magistrate” shall include the Magis¬ 
trate of the District, Joint-Magistrate of the Dis¬ 
trict, Cantonment Magistrate, and also every other j 
officer who is charged with the immediate execu¬ 
tive administration in criminal matters ot any 
district, sub-division of a district, or portion of j 
a district not included in any sub-division of such 
district, by whatsoever designation such officer is 
called.

The said Commissioner of the Division 
shall consider the estimates as transmitted to him, 
and may approve or reject, or modify and approve

The tax to be levied in any Town for 
the purposes of this Act, shall be an assessment 
according to the circumstances and the property 
to be protected, of the persons liable to the same, 
provided that the total sum to be raised by such 
tax shall not exceed the average rate of two Rupees 
and four annas per annum of each house; and the 
amount assessed in respect to any one house shall 
not be more than the pay of a Constable of the 
lowest grade employed within lhe Town.

XIX. In any Cantonment to which this Act 
shall be extended, it shall be lawful to the Govern¬ 
ment to direct that the tax shall be levied by a rate 
on houses and grounds according to the annual 
value thereof, and not by an assessment as aforesaid.

LVIII. It shall be lawful for the Govern¬ 
ment, if it shall think proper so to do, to extend* 
by a notification to be published in the Govern¬ 
ment Gazette, all or any of the provisions for the 
regulation of conservancy which are contained in 
Sections LV to LXX1X of Act III of 1864 
passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
Council, or which may be contained in any Act 
for the time being in force in Municipalities ; and 
the powers vested by the said provisions in the 
Municipal Commissioners shall, in case of such 
extension, be exercised by the Magistrate.

Statement or Oiijkcts and Reasons. 

A large class of Towns exists in which Act XX 
of ISSfi, or the corresponding Regulations which 
preceded it, have been in force lor many years, 
and which have, under those laws, supported a 
special Police out of the proceeds of local taxation 
devoting any small surplus of the tax to local 
improvements. Hut. rnauv of these Towns are not 
sufficiently advanced for the iutroduei ion of the 
District Municipal Improvement Act (HI of 1804 

B. C.) 

The necessity of adopting more effectual mea¬ 
sures for the local improvement and sanitation of 
such Towns is generally recognized; but the 
effect of Urn Act lately passed has been to withdraw 
all power of raising funds in such Town lor any 
purposes other than the support of the Police. 

In the present Bill provision is made for rais- 
ing such amount for purposes of conservancy and 
Local improvement, in addition to the cost oi the 
Police, as shall seem proper with reference to the 
circumstances of each Town, and its requirements. 
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The mode of taxation prescribed, except for 
Cantonments, is that which has been generally 
in force under Act XX of 1856, and to which the 
people are accustomed,—an assessment according 
to the known circumstances and property to be 
protected of the tax-payer.

IS 13; but it is provided that the total amount 
of assessment tor all purposes of the Act may 
reach a maximum averaging three annas on each 
house, the difference between the cost of Police and 
the total amount raised being devoted to conser^ 
vancy and local improvements. 

The circumstances of Cantonments are generally 
such as would justify the introduction of the Dis¬ 
trict Municipal Improvement Act, but this 
cannot he extended to them ; whereas the Canton¬ 
ment Act XXII of 1861 recognizes the operation 
of Act XX of 1850, of which the present law 
will take the place. For these reasons the mode 
of taxation which was adopted in Municipalities 
under the District Municipal Improvement Act, 
bv a rate on the value of property, has been made 
applicable to Cantonments by this Bill. This is 
no innovation, as the adoption of this mode of 
taxation, whenever it might seem proper, was 
within the discretion of the Executive Govern¬ 
ment under Act XX of 1856. 

Material changes have been introduced as to

India in Council received the assent of His Ex- 
ccllency the Governor General on the 2nd April 
x 1868, and is hereby promulgated for general in. 

: formation:— 

Act No. IX or 1868. 

An Act for taxing Profcttions and Trades. 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to impose i tax on all 
persons exercising professions and trades in 
British India j It is hereby enacted as follows I 

\ • I.—Preliminary. 

[Interpretation-clause. “ Magistrate ” “ Per¬ 
sons.” Defaulter.”] 

I. In this Act—unless there be something re¬ 
pugnant in the subject or context —“ Magistrate” 
moans any person exercising the powers of a 
, Magistrate, or of a Subordinate Magistrate of the 
Ijjirst class, and includes a Magistrate of Police and 
a Justioe of the Peace, and " person” includes a 
firm, and “ defaulter” a firm making default 
under this Act. ' 
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[Repeal of Acts. Saying of other laws relating 
to taxes or licenses.] 

2. Acts No. XXI of 1S67 (for the licensing 
of professions and trades) and No. XXIX of 1S67 
(to cjrplain and amend Ad No, XXI of 1867) aro 
hereby repealed , but save as aforesaid nothing in 
this Act shall be construed to affect the provisions 
of any other law relating to taxes or licenses. 

[Exemptions from Act.] 

3. Nothing in this Act shall apply 'to— 

(1) . Officers of Her Majesty's Forces or of 
Iler Majesty’s Indian Forces, whose pay and 
allowances do not exceed Rupees 0,000 per annum, 
and who are not in Civil employment other than 
employment in the Polico : 

(2) . Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates 
of either of the said Forces, whose pay and allow¬ 
ances do not exceed Rupees (>,000 per annum: 

(o). Officers of any Police Force whose pay 
and allowances do not exceed Rupees 6,000 per 
annum ; or 

(1). Any part of British India, tribe or class 
of persons exempted by order under section 4 of 
the said Act No. XXI of 1867. 

And no cultivator of land who does not keep a 
shop or factory for the sale or manufacture of the 
produce of such land • 

no servant or clerk (whether of Government, a 
Corporation, a Company, a Municipal Committee, 
a firm or an individual) whose pay as such amounts 
in the year to less than Rupees 1,000 ; 

and no member of a Company or firm which is 
for the time being certificated under this Act— 

shall be liable, as such, to take out a certificate 
under tin's Act. 

[Power to exempt fr»rn Act.] j 

4. The Governor General of India in Council j 
may from time to time, by order, wholly exempt 
from the operation of this Act any part of* British' 
India, or any tribe nr class of persons in British 
India or in any such part. 

The Governor General of India in Council may 
revoke any such order and any order made under 
the said section 4 of Act No. XXI of 1867. 

All orders and revocations made under this 
section shall bo published in the Gazette of India 
and also in the local Gazette. 

II.— Certificates. 

[Certificates to be taken out.] 

5. Every person who, on or after tbo first 
day of 'Slay 1868, exercises any profession or trade 
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and whose animal profits from his profession or 
trade, professions or trades, are Rupees 500 or up¬ 
wards, shall take out a certificate and shall annually 
pay in advance .for the same the sum specified 
ill schedule A hereto annexed. 

[Continuance of certificate.] 

,Q. Every such certificate shall have effect 
and continue in force from the day of the date 
thereof until the thirtieth day of April next 
following, on which day in each year all such 
certificates shall expire. 

[Renewal of certificate.] 

7. Every person who has taken out any such 
certificate and who intends to continue any pro¬ 
fession or trade for which such certificate was 
granted, shall take out a fresh certificate for the 
year following, to expire on the day last herein¬ 
before mentioned, and shall so renew .the same 
from year to year so long as he continues such 
profession or trade, and shall pay in each such case 
the duty for the time being thereupon imposed. 

[Date of certificate.] 

S. In cases where the certificate is so 
renewed, the new certificate shall bear date from 
tho day of the expiration of the current certificate 
before granted. 

In all other cases the certificate shall bear date 
from the day of the application made thercior, 
although it may be delivered at any day subsequent 
to the application. 

[Certificate to persons commencing business.] 

Sh If any person after the first day of May in 
this or any subsequent year commences any pro¬ 
fession or trade for the exercise of which a 
certificate is. hereby required, such person not 
Laving before taken out any such certificate, tho 
Collector may grant such certificate for the remain¬ 
der of the current year in which it is taken out, 
ending on tho thirtieth day of April next follow¬ 
ing the date of the commencement of the said 
profession or trade, upon payment of such propor¬ 
tional part of the duty thereupon imposed as here¬ 
inafter mentioned (that is to say) 

If the profession or trade be commenced at any 
time in the quarter expiring on the thirty-first 
day of July of the current year in which it is 
commenced, the person taking out the certifi¬ 
cate shall pay the whole duty imposed thereon; 
If the profession or trade be commenced at any 
time in the quarter expiring on the thirty-first 
day of October of such current year, he shall 
pay three-fourth parts of the said duty; 

If tie profession or trade be commencod at any 
time in the quarter expiring on the thirty .first 
\Qovttnmnt Qaiette, \Uh April 1868.} 
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day of January of such current year, he shall 
pay one-half of the said duty; and 
If the profession or trade be commenced at any 
time in the quarter expiring on the thirtieth 
day of April of such current year, he shall pay a 
fourth part only of such duty. 

[Officer to grant certificates.] 

10. Every certificate under this Act shall ho 
granted by, and the sum payable therefor shall he 
paid to, the Collector of land-revenue for the place 
or district at or in which the person requiring the 
certificate exercises his profession or trade. 

Provided that, if such person exercises his pro¬ 
fession or trade at or in more than one place 
or district, the certificate shall he granted and 
payment made by and to the Collector for the 
place or district at or in which the principal place 
of business in British India of the person requir¬ 
ing the certificate is situate. 

Every such certificate shall he signed by the 
Collector granting it, or by such other officer as 
he shall from time to time empower in this behalf’, 
and such signature shall bo judicially noticed. 

[Contents of certificate.] 

11 . Every such certificate shall specify— 

(l.)—Thu year or portion of the year for which 
it is granted, 

(2.)—The name and profession or trade of the 
holder, 

(3.)—'fhs sum paid for the certificate,and 
(4.)—Tin? place or places, district or districts, 
.whore the holder intends to exercise his 
profession or trade until the thirtieth day 
,mf April next following ; 

and shall be received in evidence as prmn facie proof 
of all matters contained therein.

11. The Local Government may from time 
to timo provide any buildings or parts of buildings 
as Hospitals for the purposes of this Act. 

Any building or part of a building so provided 
and certified in writing by a Secretary to the 
iocai Government to be so provided, shall be 
deemed a certified Hospital under this Act 
' V. - 
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(Control of such Hospitals.] 

Every certified Hospital so provided shall be 
placed under the control and management of such 
persons as to the Local Government shall from 
time to time seem fit. 

{Regulations for management of Hospitals.] 

12. The Local Government shall make regu¬ 
lations for the inspection, management, and go¬ 
vernment of the Hospitals as far as regards women 
authorized by this Act to l>e detained therein 
under medical treatment for a contagious disease, 
and may from time to time alter any such regula¬ 
tions. 

A printed copy of regulations purporting to be 
- regulations made under this section shall, if signed 
by a Secretary to such Government, be evidence 
of such regulations for the purposes of this Act. 

[Registered prostitutes on receiving notice to 
go to Hospital.] 

13* Any woman registered under this Act 
shall, on being served with notice from such officer 
as the Local Government shall from time to time 
appoint in this behalf, proceed to the certified 
Hospital named in such notice and place herself 
there for medical treatment. 

(Penalty for neglect or refusal.] 

If after tho notice is served on her, sho neglects 
or refuses to do so, an officer of Police shall appre¬ 
hend her and convey her with all practicable speed 
to that Hospital, and place her there for medical 
treatment. 

[Detention of prostitute under medical treat¬ 
ment.] 

14. Where any Buch woman affected with con¬ 
tagious disease places herself or is placed as afore- 
said in a certified Hospital for medical treat¬ 
ment, she shall be detained there for that purpose 
by the chief medical officer of the Hospital until 
discharged by him by writing under his hand. 
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[Penalty for leaving Hospital before discharge.] 

15. If any woman authorized by the said chief 
medical officer to he detained in a ccrtilied Ilos- 
pital for medical treatment quits the Hospital 
without being discharged thereform' by the chief 
medical offioer thereof, by writing under his hand 
(the proof whereof shall lie on the aceused, or 

[Penalty for disobeying regulations of Hospital 1 ] 

. If any woman Authorized by this Act to be de¬ 
tained |h a certified Hospital for medical treat- 
ment, or any woman being in a certified Hospital 
under medical treatment for a contagious disease, 
refuses or wilfully nsglects while in the Hospital 
[Omrnmnt QautU, 14/A April \ 888.J 
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to conform to the regulations thereof approved 
under this Act-, then and in every such case such 
woman shall be punished with imprisonment, in 
the case of a lirst offence for any terra not exceed¬ 
ing one month, and in the case of a second or any 
subsequent offence,. for any term not exceeding 
three months, and in case she quits the Hospital 
without being discharged as aforesaid, she may 
be taken into custody without warrant by any 
officer of police. 

On the expiration of her term of imprisonment 
under this section, such woman shall be sent back 
from the prison to the certified Hospital, and shall 
be detained there unless the medical officer of the 
prison at the time of her discharge from impri¬ 
sonment certifies in writing that she is free from 
contagious disease (the proof of which certificate 
shall lie on her.) 

[Power to make rulc9 for out-door treatment of 
registered women.] 

10. It shall be lawful for the Local Govern¬ 
ment to make rules for the periodical examination 
and medical treatment of any women registered 
under this Act and not required to proceed to a 
certified Hospital, and to empower such Surgeons 
or other persons as it shall from time to time ap¬ 
point to prescribe, by order to be served on such 
women, the times and places, at which she shall 
attend for examination, and to subject her to 
examination accordingly, and, if necessary, to me¬ 
dical treatment. 

Every such women wilfully disobeying or fail¬ 
ing to comply with any such rule or order, shall 
be punished with imprisonment for a term which 
.may extend to fourteen days, or with line not ex¬ 
ceeding fifty rupees, or with both. 

Segregation of Prostitutes. 

[Penalty for residing in street or place after 
prohibition.] 

17. It shall be lawful for such officer as the 
Local Government shall from titnc to time appoint 
in this behalf, to cause a notice to be served on any 
common prostitute, requiring her after ail interval 
of not less thun seven days to be mentioned iu 
the notice to reside or not to reside in any street 
fitv place therein specified. 

Any common prostitute on whom such notice 
shall have been served disobeying the requisition 
therein contained shall be liable to imprison moat, 
in the case of a first offence for any tori# not 
exceeding one month, and in the case of a'second 
or any subsequent offence, for any tei$i not ex¬ 
ceeding three months.

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Removal from Registry. 

[Removal of name from Registry.] 

18. It shall bo lawful for the Local Govern¬ 
ment to lay down rules consistent with this Act, 
prescribing a procedure in accordance with which 
any women registered under this Act and ceasing 
to be a common prostitute may have her name 
cancelled in the book mentioned in section 5. 

Miscellaneous, 

[Presumption as to signatures.] 

19. In any proceeding under this Act, any 
notice, order, certificate, copy of regulations, or 
other instrument, purporting to bo signed bv any 
person in the service of Government, or by any 
person whom the Local Government shall have, in 
exercise of the powers conferred on it by this Act, 
appointed to feign such instrument, shall on pro¬ 
duction be received in evidence and shall he pre¬ 
sumed to have been duly signed by the person and 
in the character by whom and in which it purports 
to be signed, until the contrary is shewn. 


[Service of notice.] 

20. Every notice .and order required by this 
Act to be served on a woman shall be served by 
delivery thereof cither to her personally or to some 
person for her at, her u-ual place of abode. 

[Limitation of suits.] 

21. Any suit against, any person for any thing 
done in pursuance of this Act shall be commenced 
within three mouths after the thing done, and 
not otherwise. 

Notice in writing of every such suit and of the 
cause thereof shall be given to the intended de¬ 
fendant one month at least before the commence¬ 
ment of the suit. 

The plaintiff shall not recover if tender of suffi¬ 
cient amends is made before suit, or if a sufficient' 
sum of money is paid into Co art after suit brought 
by or on behalf of the de fendant. 

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

Tho object of this Bill is to diminish, and if 
possible to extirpate, venereal disease in Indian 
sea-ports. 

Tho proposed Act will be introduced by the 
Local Governments with the previous sancliou of 
tho Governor General in Council. 

The occupation of a common prostitute will be 
punishable unless followed by wom.n registered 
under the . Act. The Local Government is em¬ 
powered to establish the necessary registry offices, 
and to furnish registered women with evidence of 
their registration, .

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Power is also given to make rules as to the 
examination of registered women and as to re¬ 
ports by persons appointed to inspect them, and a 
penalty is provided for breach of such rules by a 
Icinalc inspector. 

Any keeper of a brothel allowing it to be fre¬ 
quented by unregistered prostitutes will also bo 
punished. 

Any registered woman, on receiving notice 
from the proper officer will be compellable to be- 
tuke herself to a Hospital set apart for the recep¬ 
tion of prostitutes. The Local Government is 
empowered to make and enforce rules as to the 
discipline to be observed in such Hospitals, and ns 
to the mode of cure to be followed bv any regis¬ 
tered woman not compelled to resort thither. 

Provision is also made for confining prostitutes 
to particular parts of the town in which they 
practise their calling; and the Local Government 
may prescribe formalities on compliance with 
which any woman ceasing to be a prostitute may 
have her name removed from the register.

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# Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

‘ Tiik proposed Bill is in substitution for the one 
introduced by Mr. Sehalch, and which, on the re¬ 
port of the Select Committee, to whom it was re¬ 
ferred, lias been withdrawn. The alterations in, 
and additions to, that Bill, which were proposed 
in Committee, were so numerous and extensive 
ilrnt it was thought better to bring forward an 
entirely new measure. 

It will be in the recollection of the Council 
that Mr. Schalch’s Bill was limited to a definition 
of the term u tenure/’ and to providing a pro¬ 
cedure for the sale of tenures for recovery of de¬ 
mands recoverable as arrears of revenue. But on 
consideration of Act XI of 1S50, it appeared I 
that that Act stood in need of amendment. It is I 
only by inference, arising on the construction of, 
the 5th and 53rd Sections of that Act, that its! 
provisions apply to the recovery of demands other j 
than revenue in the ordinary sense, or to the sale I 
of estates for arrears other than those accruing 
upon itself. 

Moreover, owing to the absence of dofinations, 
doubts have arisen as to the legality of sales, 
under the Act, of shares of estates and ot Lnkhi- 
raj tenures. 

In the present Bill it is proposed to define, for 
the purposes as well of Act XI of 1 S.V.), as of the 
piesent measure, the terms ‘propt ietor,' ‘ revenue/ 
‘estate/ ‘tenure/ and 4 demand. * The Bill re¬ 
peals the 53rd Section of Act XI of 1859, uml

Statement of Objects and- Reasons. 

By the enactment of Section VII of Act IX 
of 1847, it was laid down that, the power of 
Government to take possession of islands and 
ehure thrown up in a large and navigable river, 
liable to be taken possession of by Government 
under Clause 3-, Section IV, Regulation XI of 
IS#!* of the Bengal Code, and to proceed to the 
assessment and settlement of the same, should be 
regulated by the results of the inspection of a 
new map, to be prepared os directed under Sec¬ 
tion III of that Act. 

Under this provision of the law, ten years 
must elapse after the Government approval of the 
Revenue Survey of a District, before the Govern¬ 
ment can take any action to assert its right to 
the possession or assessment of any island or chur 
as above described. 

In the meantime it has been found that par¬ 
ties, who have no rights at all, take possession of 
such islands, without the power of any interfer¬ 
ence' on the part of Government, and that on 
some occasions contentions and disputes have 
arisen between neighbouring landed proprietors 
or other parties for the possession of such islands. 

To obviate these evils, and to empower Govern¬ 
ment at once, on the appearance of such an 
island, to take immediate possession of the same, ! 
with a view to its assessment and settlement, the 
accompanying Bill has been brought in.

Td 'alf Civil and Sessions Judges and Judicial Commis¬ 
sioners. (Dated Calcutta, the 2nd April 1868.) 

Several of the Zillah Judges appear to have 
entirely closed their Courts on the Criminal as 
well as on the Civil side for the period of ike 
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Dnseerah Vacation, apd to have abstained during 
the whole of that period from attending to busi¬ 
ness, receiving or opening communications from 
the Superior Court, despatching returns which 
were due, or doing any act whatever of an official 
kind. 

Such a practice is justified by nothing in the 
law or in tho orders of this Court; it causes great* 
inconvenience. The Zillah Judges are, therefore, 
reminded that, under the Circular Order (Nizamut 
Adawlut) No, 8, dated*23rd March 183«, issued 
under the orders of Government, which has never 
been rescinded, the Court of Session “ must never

When deeds, Ac., 
are been executed on unstamped or insufficiently 
stamped paper, and arc brought to a Collector to 
be properly stamped, or are produced in evidence, 
the non-intention on tbe part of the executor to 
evade tbe stamp duty should be strietly enquired 
into, and satisfactorily explained, before orders are 
passed for the application of the proper stamp, and 
before the deed, &c., is admitted as evidence. It 
is to be noted, moreover, that the Collector’s 
authority is limited to the remission of penalties 
imposed under Clause 1, Section 15, and only then

M Contagious disease” means any contagious 
venereal disease:

“ Brothel-keeper” means the occupier of any 
house, room or place to or in which women resort 
or are for the purpose of prostitution and every 
person managing or assisting in the management 
of any such house, room or place. 

[Extent of Act.] 

S. The places to which this Act applies shall 
be such places as the Local Government shall from 
time to time, with the previous sanction of the 
* Governor General of India in Council, specify by 
notification in the official Gazette. The limits of 
soich places shall, for the purposes of this Act, be 
sach as are defined in tbe said notification, and 
may from time to time, with such sanction as 
aforesaid, he altered by a like notification.

Unregistered Prostitutes and Brothel-keepers. I 

[Punishment of unregistered prostitutes and bro¬ 
thel-keepers.] 

4 . In any place to which this Act applies, no 
woman shall carry on the business of a common | 
prostitute, and no person shall carry on the busi¬ 
ness of a brothel-keeper, without being registered 
under this Act at such place, and without having 
in her or his possession such evidence of registra¬ 
tion as hereinafter provided. 

Any woman carrying on the business of a com¬ 
mon prostitute, and any person carrying on the 
business of a brothel-keeper, without having been 
registered as aforesaid or without having in her 
or his possession such evidence as aforesaid, shall, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, be punished 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to one month, or with fine not exceeding one 
hundred rupees, or with both. 

Registration of Protilules and Brothel-keepers. 

[Local Government to mako rules for registra¬ 
tion and appoint officers.] 

5. The Local Government shall make rules for 
the registration of common prostitutes and of bro¬ 
thel-keepers, and shall appoint officers for the con¬ 
duct of such registration, and may, with the pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Governor General of India 
in Council, assign salaries and establishments to 

• the said officers. The Local Government shall 
also provide such books and forms as may be ne¬ 
cessary for the purposes of this Act.

8 . If any brothel-keeper, whether registered as 
such under this Act or not, has reasonable cause 
to believe any woman to be a prostitute and not 
to be registered under this Act and induces or 
suffers her to resort or be, for the purpose of pres* 
titution, to or in the house, room or place in which 
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he carries on his said business, he shall, on con¬ 
viction before a Magistrate, be punished with im¬ 
prisonment for a term which may extend to six 
months, or with tine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees, or with both, 

[Proviso ] 

Provided that nothing in this or any other sec¬ 
tion of this Act shall exempt the offender from 
any penal or other consequences to which he may 
bo liable for keeping’ or Wing concerned iti keep, 
ing a brothel or disorderly bouse or for the 
nuisance thereby occasioned.

A Bill to make further provision for the Survey of 

Steam Vessels plying within the Provinces sub - 

feet to the Lieutenant- Governor of Bengal . 

[ Preamble. J 

Whereas it is expedient to make further pro¬ 
vision for the survey by competent Surveyors of 
steam vessels plying on the rivers or waters with¬ 
in the Provinces subject to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal; It is enacted as follows : — 

[Steam vessels to be liable to survey.] 

I. For Section I of Act V o r 1SG2 passed by 
tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in Council, 
entitled an Act to provide for the periodical 
survey of steam vessels in the Port of Cal¬ 
cutta, shall be substituted the words . follow*, 
ing:—“ All steam vessels plying on any of the 
rivers or waters within the Provinces subject to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, except steam 
vessels which may ply to and from some port not 
in British India, shall be liable to be surveyed

[Power to appoint ports of survey.] 

II. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor, by au order to be published in the Cal¬ 
cutta Gazette, to appoint any ports or places, in 
the provinces subject to his Government, to be 
Ports of Survey for the purposes of the said Act 
V, 18G2, and of this Act. 

[Other ports of survey added to Calcutta in 
former Act.] 

III. In Sections 3, 5, (5, and 7 of the said Act 

V of 1862, the words * 1 or any other port of survey” 
shall be deemed and taken to be inserted therein 
after the word u Calcutta” wherever the said 
word may occur iu the said Sections, and from , 
and after the passing of this Act the said Sections 
shall bo read and construed as if the said words 
had been so inserted. :

IV. In Section 12 of the said Act V of 18G2, 
the words (t shall not bo in any port of survey” 
shall bo substituted for the words “ is absent 
from tlie Port of Calcuttaand tho words 
a arrival at some port of survey” shall be sub¬ 
sisted for the words “ return to the port of 
Calcutta;” and the said Section shall, from and 
after the passing of this Act, be read and con¬ 
strued as if the said words so to he substituted 
had been originally inserted in the said Act, 
instead of the said words for which they are 
so to be substituted. 

[Power to impose additional fees.] 

V. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor, from time to time, by au order to be 
published in the Calcutta Gazette , to direct that in 
any Port of Survey other than Calcutta, iu ad¬ 
dition to the fees imposed by the said Act V of 
1862, there shall be paid, for every survey of 
a steam vessel in such port, by tho owner or 
master thereof, such further fee, for or towards 
the expense of the journey of a Surveyor 
to such port, as in such order shall be set 
forth and from time to time in like manner to 
alter, vary, or revoke any such order ; and every 
fee so to bo payable shall be recoverable by the 
ways aud means in the said Act provided for the 
recovery of the fees thereby imposed. 

[Examinations to be instituted for Engineers.] 

VI. Examinations shall bo instituted for 
- persons who intend to become Engineers of Stea- 

. jnets, or who wish to procure Certificates of Com¬ 
petency hereinafter mentioned. 
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[The Examiners and Bales of Examination to 
be provided.) 

VII. The Lieutenant-Governor, or any Board 
or Officer duly authorized by him in that behalf, 
shall, from time to time, nominate two or more 
competent persons for the purpose of examining 
the qualifications of the applicants for examina¬ 
tion, and may make rules for the conduct of such 
examinations, and as to the qualifications to be 
required, and the fees to be paid by all applicants 
for examination. 

[Certificates of Competency to be given.] 

VIII. The Lieutenant-Governor, or such 
Board or Officer as aforesaid, shall deliver to every 
applicant who is reported by the examiners to 
have passed the examination satisfactorily, a cer¬ 
tificate (hereinafter called a “ Certificate of Com¬ 
petency”) to the effect that he is competent to 
act as Engineer. 

[Certificates of Service to be given.] 

IX. Every person who, before the passing 
of this Act, has served for a period not less 
than one year as First or only Engineer in 
any Steam Vessel, or who has attained or 
shall attain the rank of First Class Assistant 
Engineer in the Service of Her Majesty, shall he 
entitled to a Certificate of Service. Each of such 
Certificates of Service shall contain particulars of 
the name and of the length and nature of the 
previous service of the person to whom it is 
delivered, and the Lieutenant-Governor, or such 
other authority as aforesaid, shall deliver such 
Certificates of Service to the various persons so 
respectively entitled thereto, upon their provin g 
themselves to have attained such rank, or to have 
served as aforesaid, and upon their giving a full 
and satisfactory account of the particulars afore¬ 
said, and on payment of such fees as the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor shall, by an order published in 
the Cakutta Gazette, from time to time, direct. 

[No Certificate of Survey if vessels liaup not a 
Certificated Engineer.] 

X. No Certificate of Survey under the said 
Act V of 1862, or of this Act, shall bo granted 
for any Steam Vessel, unless it shall have as its 
Engineer an Engineer possessing a Certificate of 
Competency or a Certificate of Service. 

[Penalty for plying without a Certificated 
EngineerO 

XI. The Owner, and also the Master, of any 
Steam Vessel subject to this Act, which shall ply 
on any of the rivers or waters in the provinces 
subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
Without having in charge of the engines thereof 

[Government Smite, M Jfnjr 186&] 
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an Engineer possessing a Certificate of Service or 
a Certificate of Competency, shall be liable to a 
line not exceeding five hundred Rupees. 

[Withdrawal of Certificate.] 

XII. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor, or such Board or authority as afore¬ 
said, in case of the misconduct, negligence, or 
incompetency of any Engineer possessing a Cer¬ 
tificate of Competency, or a Certificate of Ser¬ 
vice, to cancel such Certificate, or to suspend the 
same for such time as to him or them sha.ll 
seem fit.

XIII. Every Engineer’s Certificate of Com¬ 
petency or Service, which tnay be granted by 
any competent authority in the United King¬ 
dom, shall have, in all respects, the same validity 
and effect as if the same had been granted under 
tho provisions of this Act.

[Power to remove portions of engines for in¬ 
vestigation.] 

Every person authorized by the Lieutenant- 
Governor to make such investigation may enter 
into and upon such Steam Vessel with ull neces¬ 
sary workmen and laborers, and remove any por¬ 
tion of such Steam Vessel, or of the machinery 
thereof, for the purpose of such investigation, and 
shall report the cause of such explosion. 

[Expense of investigations.] 

The expense of making such investigation 
shall in the first place be paid from the public 
Treasury, but in case the person making such 
investigation shall report that such explosion 
occurred in consequence of any negligence or 
misconduct of tho owners of such Steam Vessel, 
or of their servants, tho amount of such expense 
so paid may be recovered from them as if the 
same we*e a fine imposed under the authority of 
this Act.

The Governor General of India in Council, in 
accordance with the authority given him under 
Section 35 of Act IX of is pleased to pre¬ 
scribe the following rules for the guidan. o of Of¬ 
ficers in matters eouuoctud with tue enforcement 
of the said Act.

14. In the case of persons commencing any i 
profession or trade in the course of the year of 
nssesaMicnt,' it will be necessary IW the tre/lfi-uU r 
to estimate tins annual profits of such persons. 
For this purpose t he assessment should be delayed 
lor a time in order that tin* Collector may he aide 
to form a fair judgment as to the class in which j 
such persons are to be charged. Thu Collector j 
will then calculate what would be the probable 
profits for an entire year, 
accordingly, entering his 
certificate will be granted on payment of one 
quarter, one half, threw quarters, on the full tax 
of the class in which the person is so placed, 
according to the date on which the business 
was commenced.

The Local Governments will make nil for 
the recovery of the tax bv revenue ;>roc^-es under 
Section 29, and prescribe the form of register f jr 
recording particulars of such precedes. 

19. The Magistrate will at uvv nviki*. over to 
the Collector all penalties iveo' to I under Section i 
17, and tins Collector v. ill lin.ruipoii giant, the j 
necessary certificate. Fines under Section IS wiil ! 
be dealt with as ordinary fines by a Magistrate i 
under the Criminal Law. 

20. Firms are to be assessed as persons, and t’no 
partners will not ha liable as such to individual 
assessment. The above rules will therefore apply 
to firms as if they were persons. 

21. Every Joint Stock Company has an option 
under the Act of paying 11$. a 1)0 on each Branch j 
or Agency in British India, or of paying one per { 
cent, on the dividend declared by such Company I 
daring the year ending the 31 t March previous I 
to the year of assessment. Sho-ild a Joint Stock 
Company elect to pay on the dividend, it mu L, 
through the proper officer, on or before the {501 ti 
April, deliver a turn to the Collector, stating 
the amount of the said dividend. Where no such 
dividend was declared, the Company, by making a 
return to that effect, will be entitled to complete 
exemption from the tax. It follows that if any 
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Joint Stock Company commences business during 
the year of assessment, such Company by electing 
to pay on its dividend of the previous year may 
obtain exemption from the tax. The Governor 
General in Council is pleased to ex mpt all^sueh 
Companies whether they make a return or not. 
Although in strictness no Joint Stock Company 
will he legally entitled to claim taxation at one 
per cent, on its dividend in lien of paying 11s. 500 
on each Branch or Agency, unless the return he 
delivered mi or before the oOth April, ('"Hectors 
are aut horized to accept such return and to proceed 
to assessment thereon, if it be delivered wit bin a 
reasonable time after that date, on good cause be¬ 
ing shown ior the delay. Joint Stock Companies 
have not the option of paying by instalments. 


0 l. The mode of assessment on official salaries 
having been entirely changed, all orders relating 
Id such assessments under the License. Tax Act or 
i elating to refunds of the License Tax are cancelled 
as being inapplicable and unnecessary in the pre¬ 
sent state of the Law. Assessments on such 
Hilaries will be made in accordance with the pn»- 
viMi-ns of Section 23 of Act IX of lMJK ami the 
following rules. 
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:!’J. No servant of Government is liable to 
t’axaiion in that capacity if his pay he less than 
1L, L000 per annum. Under the term f pay' is 
included all pay and allowances of appointments, 
whether substantive, officiating, or temporary, cx- 
renlittg special sums allowed to meet disburseiiitints 
on the public service (not being fixed monthly 
allowances ordinarily paid with the salary of an 
vfficcor employment , w'hether the service for which 
such allowance is nominally granted be performed 
•>r not,). All sums stopped under Urn authnritv of 
<lovernrncnt in the nature of payments to pension 
or annuity funds, to regimental mess or band 
funds, or the like should be dcduc-ed from the pay 
]>rt*viiius to a>srssrarnt. Kvery servant td Gt»v- 
ernment, therefore (with the exceptions prescribed 
in Section ;j) whose net pay and allowances thus 
calculated amount to Rs. 83-5-1 per mensem, is 
liable to assessment on that net pay at the rate of 
one per cent, to be deducted at tin* time of pay- 
mcut/by the Examiner of Claims, or other officer 
f-xciiitfing the like functions. 
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24. Every such officer will keep a register in 
form 12 showing the deductions made on account 
of the tax under the Act. 

25. Any servant of Government who is allow¬ 
ed to exercise any other profession or a trade on 
ilia own account will be liable to separate assess¬ 
ment by the Collector under Schedule A, in \ 
respect solely of his profits from such profession or 
trade. In classifying such persons the Collector 
will entirely leave out of the account their official 
salaries, whether those salaries bo less than 
Rs. 1,000 per annum, or equal or exceed that 
amount. 
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26. The ease of persons holding employments 
under public institutions, such as Municipalities, 
the Asiatic Society, and the like, has not been 
specially provided for in the Act. Such persons 
are liable to assessment by the Collector under 
Schedule A. Collectors are authorized, however, 
to give such persons the option of being assessed 
in the same manner as servants of Government or 
servants of Companies at one per cent, on their 
salaries, in many cases this arrangement will 
be favorable to such persons in lessening the actual 
amount of tax, while in all eases there will be 
the advantage of the mode of payment bv de- 
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ductiona from time to time, lrom their salaries,: C<pfsnO I 

instead of payment in a lump sum or by two j 

instalments. 


27. If any servant of Government has injured 
his life or thfct of his wife, he may make applica¬ 
tion to the Examiner of Claims or other officer 
whose duty it is to deduct the tax from his salary, 
and on proving to the satisfaction of that officer 
the amount of any payment made* on account of 
such insurance during the year d assessment, he 
will be entitled to a refund of the tax on such 
payment. Provided that such payment, together 
with the fund subscriptions which may have been 
deducted from his salary and therefore exempted 
from assessment, does not exceed ten per cent, of 
the full salary. If it do so exceed ten per cent;., 
refund will be disallowed on the excess. 
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28. On or before the 30th April, each Joint 
Stock Company, through its proper officer, is bound 
to deliver to the Collector a list of persons in its 
employ whose salaries on that date are at the rate 
of Rs. 1,000 or more per annum. This list will 
serve as a check on subsequent payments to be de- 
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ducted from the Hilaries at the rate of one per cent. 
But it must be observed that if the rate of any 
■ueh person's salary is altered during tho year, the 
assessment will bo made at one per cent, on the 
actual salary paid. Tho Collector will take steps 
to sati&fy himself that such is the case. The 
Collector will make arrangements with the Com¬ 
panies as to the time and method of receiving the 
amount of deductions from the .salaries of persons 
in their employ. The pay men' s to the Collector 
should be made at least once a quarter, if monthly 
payments be found inconvenient. 

29. If any person in the employ of a Joint, 
Stock. Company exercise soma other profession or 
trade, he will be assessed by t lie Collector in res¬ 
pect solely of the profits ot that profession or 
trade, under Schedule A, in the same manner or 
servants of Government exercising a profession as 
trade as prescribed in Buie 2*3. > 

SO. IF any person in the employ of a Joint 
Stock Company has injured his life or that of his 
wife, he may make application to the CnlVtor of 
the district in which the principal place of business 
of the said Company is situate, and on proving 
to the satisfaction of the said Collector the amount 
of any payment made on account of such in¬ 
surance during the year of assessment, ho will he 
entitled to a refund of the amount of the taxon 
such payment. Provided that such refund do not 
exceed one-tenth of the amount of the tax paid 
by the said servant of a Company. Collectors 
will keep registers (form 1-5) of amounts received 
on account of assessments »»n servants of Com¬ 
panies ami of refunds under this rule. In this 
register may he entered the servants of public 
bodies as Municipalities who have been similarly 
assessed. 
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31. In every ease where the assessment is 
made at one per cent, on salaries or dividends, 
pies of the tux will ho neglected. The salaries 
to l>c assessed will be those on account of and not 
those paid during the year of assessment. The 
first, assessment therefore on Government officials 
and servants of Companies will be made on the 
salaries for the month of May. 

32. All taxes collected under this Act, and 
all penalties recovered under Section 17, will be 
credited, to the Government of India under the 
Budget head “Assessed Tuxes.” When the 2nd

33. Each Local Government will submit quar¬ 
terly to the Government of India in the Financial 
Department, returns, in the forms 14 to 17. At 
the end of the year of assessment the animal 
return, form IS, will be sumitted. This return 
relates only to assessments under Schedule A. 
Joint Stock Companies assessed under Section 22, 
Government officials and seivants of Companies 
assessed on their salaries will not be included in it. 
It should be prepared in two parts, one for Natives, 
and the other for Europeans, Eurasians, &c. It is ! 
essential that no deviation he made in any of these j 
forms of returns to the Government of India, as 
it in intended to compile from them general returns 
for all India. With the annual returns the Gov¬ 
ernor General in Council will he glad to receive 
from each Local Government a general report on . 
the administration of the Act. j 


34-. The Governor General in Council is pleased ; 
to delegate to all Local Governments the power of I 
making further rules subsidiary to these rules under j 
Section 36 of the Act. Such further rules should 
be reported for sanction to the Governor General 
in Council.

[Preamble.) 

"Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law regulating the procedure of the 
Courts of Criminal Judicature not established by 
Royal Charter j It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

[Short title.) 

1. This ^ct may be called “ The Code of 
Cnsguiai Prowdtare 

[Acts repealed.) 

2. The Acts mentioned in the first schedule 
hereto annexed are repealed. 

[References to Act XXV of 1861.) 

References to any section of Act No. XXV of 
1861 made in any Act passed subsequently there- 

[(rmmmnt Gazette , 19M May 1868.] 5 
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to shall be read as if made to the corresponding 
section of this Act. 

f Interpretation clause.] 

.3. In this Act,—unless there be something 
repugnant in the subject or context. 

“ Special law.” 

The words “ special law” denote a law applic¬ 
able to a particular subject: 

“ Local law.” 

The words “ local law” denote a law applicable 
only to a particular part of British India: 

[ “ Enquired into.” “ Determined.” ] 

The words “ enquired into” comprise every 
proceeding preliminany to trial; and the word 
,f determined” comprises trial and every subse¬ 
quent proceeding, including the punishment of 
the offender: 

[ " Written.” ] 

The word “ written” includes “ printed,” 
“ lithographed,” and “ engraved 

[ “ Chapter.” ] 

The Word “ Chapter” means chapter of this

The words “ Criminal Court” denote every 
Judge or Magistrate lawfully exercising jurisdic¬ 
tion in criminal cases, whether for the decision of 
such cases in the first instance or on appeal, or for 
commitment to any other Court or officer :

according to the discretion of the Court. 

In every such case the fine when levied or paid 
shall be paid accordingly. 

If the fine be awarded by a Court whose deci¬ 
sion is subject to appeal, the amount awarded t>» 
the person injured shall not he paid to such 
person until a period of two months shall have 
elapsed from the date of the award.

84. When a person is convicted at one time 
of two or more offences punishable under thcBame 
or different sections of the Indian Penal Code, the 
Court may sentence him for the offences of which 
he has been convicted to the several penalties 
prescribed by the same Code which such Court 
is competent to inflict; such penalties when con¬ 
sisting of imprisonment to commence the one 
after the expiration of the other. 

It shall not be necessary for the Court, by 
reason only of the aggregate punishment for the 
several offences being in excess of the punish¬ 
ment which it is competent to inflict on convic¬ 
tion of a single offence, to send the offender for 
trial before a higher Court:

53. When an ode nee has b< cn committed, or 
is supposed to have been com mil ted, the proceed- 
ing, in order to compel iW person known or sus¬ 
pected to have cominiited such .-Hence to appear 
for the purpose of enquiry concerning the same, 
may he by suimnnns or arrest.

56. When, in order to the issuing of a sum¬ 
mons or a warrant against any person for any 
offence, a complaint is made before the Magis¬ 
trate of the District, or af Magistrate authorized 
to receive such complaint without reference from 
the Magistrate of the District, such Magistrate 
shall examine the complainant. 

The examination shall be reduced into writing, 
and shall be signed by the complainant, and also 
by the Magistrate. 

[Issue of summons or warrant.] 

56. The Magistrate before whom such com¬ 
plaint is duly made shall, if it appear to him that 
there is sufficient ground for proceeding, issue 
his summons, or,* in cases in which a warrant may 
issue, his warrant, for causing the person accused 
to appear before himself or some other Magistrate 
having jurisdiction. 

[Dismissal of complaint.] 

If in the judgment of such Magistrate there 
be no sufficient ground for proceeding he shall 
dismiss the complaint.

57. Except as is otherwise provided in chap¬ 
ter XIj the Magistrate of the District, or a Ma- 
gistrate in charge of a Division of a District, may 
•without any complaint, take cognizance of any 
offence coming to bis knowledge and may issue a 
summons, or, in cases where a warrant may issue, a 
warrant of arrest against the person known or 

\ suspected to have committed such offence, in the 
same manner as if a complaint had been mads 
against him* * 
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manner direct any other Magistrate or Subordi¬ 
nate Magistrate under his orders to take cogni¬ 
zance of any such offence, and such Magistrate 
or Subordinate Magistra e shall thereupon act 
as if a complaint hud been duly made before him¬ 
self. 

[Proviso.] 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to 
the offences descibed in chapters XIX, XX and 
XXI of the Indian Penal ('ode. 

[Korin of summons.] 

58. Every summons issued by a Magistrate 
to an accused person shall be in writing, and 
shall bo signed and scaled by such Magistrate, 
and shall he in the form (K) given in the appen¬ 
dix to this Act, or to the like effect. 

[Summons by whom served.] 

56. 4 summons shall ordinarily he issued 

through a Police officer; but the Magistrate is¬ 
suing the summons may, if immediate service 
bo necessary and no Police officer be immediately 
available, direct the summons to be served by any 
other person.

[Summons how serverl.J 

60. The summons shall be served on the ac- 
cused personally, by exhibiting the original and 
delivering or tendering u copy to him; or, in case 
the accused person shall not he found, the copy 
may be left, for him with some adult male member 
of bis family residing with him. 

[Service when accused cannot be found.] 

Cl. When the accused person cannot be found, 
and theio is no adult male member of his family 
on whom the service can be made, the serving 
officer shall fix a copy of the summons on some 
conspicuous part of the house in which the accus¬ 
ed person ordinarily resides. 

CIssue of warrant in addition to summons.] 

62. A Magistrate may (notwithstanding such 
summons), either before the appearance of the 
accused person, as required by the summons, or 
after bis delault in so appearing, issue a warrant 
of arrest against him. 

CSuranmns or warrant for offence committed be¬ 
yond local jurisdiction.] 

63. Any Magistrate may issue a summons or 
warrant for the apprehension of any person within 
bis jurisdiction in respect of'any offence known or 
suspected to have been committed by such person 

-in a different District or Division of a District, or 
on the i mm-, or in a foreign country, and for 
1 ilrSHU M ll 
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which, if committed within the jurisdiction of 
such Magistrate, he might issue a summons or war¬ 
rant. 

[Provisions in this chapter as to form, service 
and issue of summons to apply to all summonses.] 

61. The provisions relating to a summons and 
its service and issue contained in this chapler,shall 
be applicable to every summons issued under this 

Act.

GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL. 

Leg is l ati v k Dep a rtm knt. 

Tiib following Bill was read in the Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal for the pur¬ 
pose of making Laws and Regulations on the 2nd 
May ) 80S, and was referred to a Select Committee 
who are to report thereon after the 6th of June 
next: — 

A Bill for the prevention of Cnitliy to Animal 9 . 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to make provision for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals; it is enacted 
as follows: — 

[Interpertation of animals.] 

I. The word “animat” shall be taken to mean 
any domestic or tamed quadruped, or any do¬ 
mestic or tamed bird. 

[Penalty on cruelty to animal.] 

II. Every person who shall cruelly and want¬ 
only beat, ill-treat, torture^ or over-drive, or cause 
to be beaten, ill-treated, tortured, or over-driven, 
any animal, shall be liable to a tine which may 
extend to one hundred Rupees. 

[Penalty upon overloading.] 

III. Every person who shall overload, or cause 
to be overloaded, any animal or any vehicle drawn 
by any animal, or who shall drive or attempt 
to drivo any overloaded animal, or any animal at¬ 
tached to any overloaded vehicle, shall be liable 
to a Cue which m^y extend to one hundred Ru¬ 
pees. 

[Penalty on persons neglecting to feed impound¬ 
ed animals.] # 

IV. If any person who shall impound or confine, 
or cause to be impounded or confined, any animal* 
•hall refuse or neglect to provide and supply daily 
good and eulBcieut food and water for such animal 

[Government Gazette, 19 tk May 1868,] 
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during the time it shall he so confined or im¬ 
pounded, ho shall he liable for every day, during 
which he may bo refuse or neglect to provide or 
supply such food and water, to a fine which may 
extend to five Rupees. 

[Penalty on baiting snimala or inciting them to 
fight J 

V. Every person who shall incite any quadru¬ 
peds or birds, whether domestic or wild, to fight, or 
shall bait any animal, or shall aid’or shall abet any 
one in so doing, shall be liable to a fine which 
may extend to fifty Rupees. 

[Penalty on improperly carrying animals.] 

VI. Every person who shall convey or carry, 
or cause to he conveyed or carried, any animal 
in such a manner or position as to subject such 
animal to unnecessary pain or suffering, shall 
forfeit and pay a penalty not exceeding fifty Ru¬ 
pees. 

[Penalty ou permitting diseased animals to go 
at large or die in public places.] 

VII. Every person who shall wilfully and 
knowingly permit any animal of which he may be 
owner, to go at large in any public street, road, or 
thoroughfare, while such animal is diseased with 
glanders, or shall wilfully neglect or permit any 
diseased animal of which he may be owner to die 
in any public street, road, or thoroughfare, shall 
be liable tp a fine which may extend to one hun¬ 
dred Rupees. 

(“Penalty on employing animal unfit for labor.! 

VIII. Every person who shall employ, or 
cause to he employed, in any work or labor, any 
animal, which, in consequence of any disease, in¬ 
firmity, wounds, or sores, is unfit to be so employ¬ 
ed, shall be liable to a fine which may extend to 
fifty Rupees. 

[Repeal of Clauses.*! 

IX. Section LXVII of Act IV of 1866, and 
Clause 16 of Section XL of Act II of I860, 
respectively, passed by the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal in Council, are hereby repealed. 

[Limit of Act.] 

X. This Act shall extend to the Town of 
Calcutta, and to the Suburbs of the Town of^ 
Calcutta, as defined by any Notification under 
Section I of the said Act II of 1866. 

[Power to extend Act.] 

XI. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, by an order published in 
the Calcutta Gazette, to extend this Act to any, 
city, town, station, baztaar, cantonment, village 
■or tract of country, to be mentioned and defined 
in such order ; and from time to time, by any 
order published as aforesaid, to revoke, vary, 
amend, o r alter any such order.

The law at present in force for preventing 
cruelty to animals in Calcutta having hitherto 
failed to hinder the occurrence of numerous cases 
of very gross cruelty, it seems expedient to ampnd 
the law so as more effectually to cheek such 
eases. 

With this* view the present Bill has been pre¬ 
pared, which mokes but little change in the sub¬ 
stantive law, but points out more dearly the class 
of acts which come within the meaning of the 
word “ cruelty.” Provision is also made for ex¬ 
tending the law to places not in the town or suburbs 
of Calcutta, in which it may be considered that it 
would operate beneficially.

This length of time has been found practically 
inconvenient p«»w that, by tbe creation of the 
offices of Commissioner of Revenue in 1S29 and 
of Uucovenr.nted Deputy Collectors in 1 SJb'i, the 
proceedings ot tiie Revenue Authorities undergo 
revision, always it may he said twice, and some* 
times three times, before they are final. This 
inconvenience is felt principally in the disposal of 
the Dearah Survey cases, which .arc decided under 
the provisions of the law above quoted ; and the 
object of the present Hill is to substitute in that 
law one month, tor three months, ns the period of 
appeal in those and in all other cases decided 
under Regulation Y II of 1822.

Of the Wariunt and its Execution. 

[Form of warrant.] 

65. Every warrant issued by a Magistrate 
shall be in writing, and shall be signed ami seal¬ 
ed by such Magistrate, and shall be in the form 
(C) given iri the appendix, or to the like elFect. 

[Warrants to whom directed.] 

66. A warrant shall ordinarily he directed to 
a Police officer, but the Magistrate issuing a war¬ 
rant may, if immediate service be necessary and no 
Polico officer be immediately available, direct the 
warrant to any other person. 

v [Warrant directed to persou not a Police of¬ 
ficer.] 

67. When a warrant is directed to any one 
pot a Police officer, any other person may aid in 
.executing the warrant, if the person to whom it is

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directed be near at hand and acting in the execu¬ 
tion. 

[Warrant directed to several persons.] 

68. A'warrant may be directed to several per¬ 
sons, and when so directed, may be executed by 
all, or by any one or more of such persons.

If the person against whom the warrant is 
issued is arrested in such place, the Police officer, 
or other person executing the warrant, shall carry 
him before the Magistrate of the District, or some 
Qther Magistrate within whoso jurisdiction the 
arrest was made.

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to give bail for his appearance before the Magis¬

[Where arrest miple within twenty miles of 
place where warrant is issued.] 

74. If the place of arrest under section 73 be 
within twenty miles from the place at which the 
warrant was issued, the person arrested may be 
carried, in the first instance, before the Magistrate 
who issued the warrant. 

[Direction and transmission of warrant for ar¬ 
rest out of issuer’s jurisdiction.] 

75; A Magistrate issuing a warrant for the 
arrest of a person out of his jurisdiction, may 
direct the warrant to any Magistrate within whose 
jurisdiction such person is, or is supposed to be, 
und may send the same by post. 

[Endorsement and execution of warrant,] 

On receipt of the warrant by the Magistrate 
to whom it is directed, he shall endorse his name 
thereon, and enforce its execution in the same 
manner as if it had been originally issued by 
himself. 

If the person named in the warrant be appre¬ 
hended, he shall be carried before the Magistrate 
who endorsed it, and shall be dealt with by abeh 
Magistrate as provided in section 73.

77. On the anvsf of a person for whose appre¬ 
hension a warrant has been issued under the 
provisions of section (id, in respect of an offence 
known or suspected to have Wen committed in 
another District, or Division of a District, the 
Magistrate who issued the warrant shall, unless 
he is authorized to complete the enquiry himself, 
send the person arrested to the Magistrate within 
the limits of whose jurisdiction the offence is 
known or suspected to have hern committed, or | 
take hail for his appearance before such Magis¬ 
trate, if the ‘offence of which such person is sus¬ 
pected is bailable. 

When the Magistrate who issued the wairant 
cannot satisfy himself as to the Magistrate to 
whom the person arrested should he sent, tin? 
ease shall he reported for the orders of the High

[Procedure where such warrant issued by

78. If the arrest is made under a warrant

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[Warrant how executed.] 

80. In making an arrest, the Police officer or 
other person executing the warrant shall actually 
touch or confine the body of the person to be 
arrested, unless there be a submission to the 
custody by word or action. 

^Resisting endeavour to arrest.] 

81. If a person against whom a warrant of 
arrest is issued forcibly resists the endeavour to 
arrest him, the Police officer or other person exe¬ 
cuting the warrant may use all means necessary 
to effect the arrest. 

[Search of house entered by person against 
whom warrant issued.] 

82. If thero is reason to believe that any per¬ 
son against whom a warrant has been issued has 
entered into, or is within, any house or place, it 
shall be the duty of any person residing in or in 
charge of such house or place, on demand of the 
Police officer or other person executing the warrant, 
to allow such Police officer or other person free 
ingress thereto, and to afford all reasonable 
facilities for a search therein. 

[Breaking of door or window.] 

88. The Police officer or other person autho¬ 
rized by warrant to arrest a person, may break 
open any outer or inner door or window of any 
bouse or place, whether that of the person accus¬ 
ed or of any other person, in order to execute such 
warrant, if, after notification of his authority and 
purpose and demand of admittance duly made, he 
cannot otherwise obtain admittance. 

[Breaking open zanatui.] 

84. If information be received that a person 
accused of any offence for which a warrant may 
issue, is concealed in an apartment in the actual 
occupaocy of a woman who, according to the cus¬ 
toms of the country, does not appear in public, 
the Police officer or other person employed to exe¬ 
cute the warrant shall take such precautions as 
may be necessary to prevent the escape of the ac¬ 
cused person. 

If the accused person does not deliver himself 
up, the Police officer or other person authorized to 
execute the warrant may notify his authority and 
purpose, and demand admittance. 

If after such notification and demand, he can- ; 
not otherwise obtain admittance, he shall give 
notice to any woman as afojresaid iu such apart- 
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xnent, not being a person against whom a warrant 
has been issued, that she is at liberty to withdraw, 
and afford her every reasonable facility for with¬ 
drawing, and may then break open the apartment 
and execute the warrant. 

[No unnecessary restraint.] 

85. The person arrested shall not be subjected 
to more restraint than is necessary to prevent his 
escape. 

[Person arrested to be brought before Magis¬ 
trate.] 

86. The officer or other person executing the 
warrant shall, without unnecessary delay, bring 
the person arrested before the Magistrate before 
whom he is required by this Act to produce such 
person. 

[Inducements to disclosure or confession.] 

87. No Police officer or other person shal] 
offer to the person arrested any inducement, by 
threat or promise or otherwise, to make any dis¬ 
closure or confession. 

But no Police officer or other person shall 
prevent the person arrested, by any caution or 
otherwise, from making any disclosure or confes¬ 
sion which be may be disposed to make of his 
own free will. 

[Provisions as to warrant and its service and 
issue to apply to all warrants of arrest.] 

88. The provisions relating to a warrant and 
its service and issue contained in this chapter, 
shall be applicable to every warrant of arrest is¬ 
sued under this Act. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Of aiirest without Warrant. 

[When Police officer may arrest without warrant.] 

89. A Police officer in the cases hereinafter 
mentioned may, without orders from a Magistrate 
and without a warrant, arrest— 

First —Any person who, in the sight of such 
Police officer, commits an offence specified in 
column 8 of the secoud schedule hereto annexed 
as an offence for which Police officers may arrest 
without a warrant: 

Secondly— Any person against whom a reason¬ 
able* complaint has been made or a reasonable 
suspicion exists of his having been concerned in 
any such offence : 

Thirdly —Any person against whom a hue and 
cry has been raised of his having been concerned 
in any such offence : 

Fourthly— Any person who is a proclaimed 
offender: 
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, Fifthly —Any person found with stolen property 
in his possession ; and 

Sixthly —Any person who obstructs a Police 
officer while in the execution of his duty. 

[Arrest of vagabonds, &c.] 

90. An officer in charge of a Police station 
may, without orders from a Magistrate and with¬ 
out a warrant, arrest or cause to be arrested any 
person found lurking within the limits of such 
station who has no ostensible means of subsistence, 
or who cannot give a satisfactory account of 
himself, 

or any person who is a reputed robber, house¬ 
breaker, thief, or receiver of stolon property 
knowing it to be stolen, 

or who is of notoriously bad livehood. 

[Police to prevent certain offences.] 

91. It shall be the duty of every Police officer 
to prevent, and he may interpose for the purpose 
of preventing, the commission of any offence 
specified in column 3 of the second schedule here¬ 
to annexed as an offence for which Police officers 
may arrest without a warrant. 

[Information of design to commit such offences.] 

92. It shall be the duty of a Police officer 
receiving information of a design to commit any 
such offence, to communicato such information to 
the Police officer to whom he ie subordinate, and 
to any other officer whom it may concern to pre¬ 
vent or take cognizance of the commission of any 

f such offence. 

[Arrest to prevent such offences.] 

93. A Police officer, knowing of a design to 
commit any such offence, may arrest, without or¬ 
ders from a Magistrate and without a warrant, 
the person so designing, if the commission of the 
offence cannot be otherwise prevented. 

[Injury to public prop ’rt,y.] 

94*. v A Police officer may, of his own authori¬ 
ty, interpose for the prevention of any injury at¬ 
tempted to bo committed in his view to any public 
building, work of art, road, bridge, tank, well, or 
water-channel, or to prevent the removal or in¬ 
jury of any public land-mark, or any buoy or 
other mark used for navigation. 

• 

[Ingress to bo allowed into house entered by 
person of whom Police arc in search.] 

95. If there is reason to believe thpt any per. 
eon liable to arrest under this chapter without a 
[Qmtnmmi Qwtte, 20 f 4 May 1868 .] 
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warrant, of whom a Police officer is in search, has 
entered into or is within any house or place, it 
shall be the duty of the person residing in or in 
charge of such house or place, on the demand of 
such Police officer, to allow ingress thereto, and 
all reasonable facilities for a search therein. 

[Procedure where ingress not obtained.] 

96. If ingress to such house or place cannot 
be obtained under section 9o, the Police officer 
authorized to make the arrest shall take such pre¬ 
cautions as may be necessary to prevent ihc escape 
of the person to he arrested and send immediate 
information to a Magistrate. 

If no warrant can be obtained without afford¬ 
ing such person an opportunity of escape, and 
there is no person authorized to enter without a 
warrant on the spot, the Police officer may make 
an entry into such house or place aud search 
therein. 

[Person charged refusing to give his name 
and residence.] 

97. Any person who is known or suspected 
to have committed an offence for which a Police 
officer is not authorized to arrest without a war¬ 
rant, aud who refuses on demand of a Police of¬ 
ficer to give his name and residence, or gives a 
name or residence which there is reason to believe 
to be false, may be detained by such Police officer 
for tho purpose of ascertaining the name or resi¬ 
dence of such person and with a view to future 
porceedings. 

[Party arrested to be taken before Magistrate 
or officer in charge of Police station.1 

98. A Police officer making an arrest under 
this chapter shall, without unnecessary delay, 
take or send the person arrested before the Ma¬ 
gistrate having jurisdiction in the ease, or before 
the officer in charge of a Police station. 

[Offence committed in Magistrate's presence.] 

99. When any offence is committed in the pre¬ 
sence of a Magistrate, he may order any person to 
arrest the offender, and may thereupon commit 
him to custody, or, if the offence is bailable, may 
admit him to bail. 

♦ 

[IJulawful assembly to disperse on order.] 

100. A Magistrate or officer in charge of a 
. Polipe station may command an unlawful assem¬ 
bly to disperse, and it shall thereupon be the duty 
; of tho members of such unlawful assembly to dis¬ 
perse accordingly* 
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CHAPTER VII. 

Of Escape and Re-taking. 

[Re-taking of person escaped.] 

101. If a persjti lawfully arrested cftider the 
provisions of this Act shall escape, or be rescued, 
the Police otlicer or other person from whose 
custody the person so arrested has escaped, or has 
boen rescued, may make fresh pursuit, and re¬ 
take him in any place, cither within or without 
the jurisdiction where he was so in custody, and 
may deal with such person as such Police otlicer 
or other person might have done oil an original 
taking. 

[Course to he followed in order to re-tak*.] 

102. In order to re-take any person, as pro¬ 
vided in section 10 I, the Police otlicer or other 
person making such fresh pursuit may adopt the 
same measures as he might have adopted on the 
original taking. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Ok Seakcii-Wakimst. 

[Search-warrant when grant.ahlc.] 

103. When a Magistrate considers that the 
production of anything is essential to the conduct 
of an cmpiiry into an offence known or suspected 
to have been committed, ho may grant his warrant 
to search for such thing; and the otlicer charged 
with the execution of such warrant may search for 
such thing in any house or place within the juris¬ 
diction of such Magistrate. 

In such case the Magistrate may specify in his 
warrant the house or place, or part thereof, to 
which only the search shall extend. 

[Direction of search-warrant.] 

104. A search -warrant shall ordinarily be di¬ 
rected to a Police officer; but the Magistrate is¬ 
suing the search-warrant may, if immediate search 
be necessary and no Police otlicer be immediately 
available, direct the warrant to any other person. 

[Warrant to Police otlicer may be executed by 
his subordinate, j 

105. A search-warrant directed to an officer 
in charge of a Police station may, if lie is not 
able to proceed in person, be executed by any 
officer subordinate to him. 
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[Endorsement.] 

In such case the liamo of the subordinate 
officer shall be endorsed upon the warrant by the 
officer to whom it is directed.] 

[Execution of search-warrant out of jurisdic¬ 
tion of Magistrate issuing it.] 

106. When it is necessary for a search- 
warrant to be executed out of the jurisdiction of 
the Magistrate issuing the warrant, the Magis¬ 
trate within whose jurisdiction the warrant is to 
be executed shall endorse his name thereon. Such 
endorsement shall he sufficient authority for the 
Police officer charged with the execution of the 
warrant to execute the same within the said 
jurisdiction. 

Or the search-warrant may he directed to the j 
Magistrate within wfiose jurisdiction the search 
is to be made, and he shall thereupon endorse Ids 
name on such warrant, and enforce its execution 
in the same manner as if it had been issued by 
himself. 

[Search-warrants may, in emergency, be exe¬ 
cuted without endorsement.] 

1.07. Whenever there is reason to believe that 
the delay occasio*^d by obtaining the endorsement 
of the Magistrate in whoso district the warrant is 
to be executed will prevent the discovery of the ■ 
thing for which search is to be made, the Police 
officer charged with the execution of the warrant 
may execute the same in any place beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Magistrate by whom it was is¬ 
sued, without the endorsement of the Magistrate 
in whose jurisdiction that place is situate. 

[Thing found to bo taken to Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction it is found. Order thereon.] 

If the thing for which search is made is found 
in such place, it shall ho immediately taken before 
the Magistrate in whose jurisdiction it is found, 
and unless there be good cause to the contrary, ho 
shall make an order authorizing it to be taken to 
the Magistrate wbo issued the warrant. 

[Procedure in euch coses within local limits of 
High Court.] 

1 OS. If the thing searched for be found within 
tbo local limits of the High Court, it shall be 
taken to the Commissioner of Police or to a Police 
Magistrate, who shall act in the manner prescribed 
in section ] 07. 
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[Magistrate may issue search*warrant to be exe¬ 
cuted in jurisdiction of another Magistrate.] 

109. Whenever it may appear necessary, a 
Magistrate may, by the warrant, order search to 
be made in a place out of his jurisdiction, and 
may direct that the warrant be executed cither 
after or without obtaining tho endorsement of the 
Magistrate within whose jurisdiction the search 
is to be made. 

When a Magistrate issues a warrant under 
this section, he shall inform the Magistrate with¬ 
in whose jurisdiction the house or place to be 
searched is situate, or if the house or place he 
situate within the local limits of the High Court, 
he shall inform the Commissioner of Police of the 
issue of such warrant. 

[Magistrate may send search-warrant by post to 
Magistrate of another district..] 

110. A Magistrate issuing a warrant for the 
search of any house or place out of the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Magistrate of the District, may direct 
the warrant to any Magistrate within whose ju¬ 
risdiction such house or place is situate, and may 
sen3 the samo hv post. 

[Endorsement and execution by such Magistrate.] 

On receipt of the warrant by the Magistrate to 
whom it is directed, he shall endorse his name 
thoreon, and enforce its execution in the same 
manner as if it had been originally issued by 
himself. 
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[Direction of warrant to be executed in local 
limits of High Court.] 

If the warrant is to be executed within tho 
local limits of the High Court, it shall be directed 
to the Commissioner of Police or to a Police Ma¬ 
gistrate. In such case any property found on 
search made may bo dealt with as provided in sec¬ 
tions 107 and 103. 

[Persons in charge of closed house to allow 
search.] 

111. If the honsc or place to be searched is 
closed, it shall be the duty of any person residing 
in or being in cliargo of snch house or place, on 
demand of the officer or other person executing 
the warrant, to allow such officer or other person 
free ingress thereto, and to afford all reasonable 
facilities for a search therein. 

fPlace to be searched may bo broken open.] 

112. A Police officer or other person author¬ 
ized by a warrant to search any house or place, 
may break open any outer or inner door or win- 

[Govtrnmenl Gaielle, %Uh May 1863.] 
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dow of the house or place in order to execute the 
warrant, if, after notification of his authority and 
purpose, arid demand of admittance duly made, he 
cannot otherwise obtain admittance. 

[Breaking of znnanu.] 

113. If the place ordered to be searched is 
an apartment in the actual occupancy of a 
woman who, according to the customs of the 
country, docs not appear in public, the of¬ 
ficer or other person charged with the execu¬ 
tion of the warrant shall give notice to such 
woman in such apartment, not being a woman 
against whom a*warraut of arrest has been issued, 
that she is at liberty to withdraw ; and, after giv¬ 
ing such notice and allowing a reasonable lime for 
the woman to withdraw, and affording her every 
reasonable facility for withdrawing, be may enter 
such apartment for the purpose of completing the 
search, using at the same time every precaution 
consistent with these provisions for preventing 
the clandestine removal of property. 

[Search to be made in presence of witnesses.] 

114. The search of any house or place under 
this chapter shall be made in the pi osenee of two 
or more respectable inhabitants of the place in 
which the house or place search is situate, but 
they shall not he required to attend the Court of 
the Magistrate as witnesses unless specially sum¬ 
moned by him. 

[Occupant of place searched may attend, j 

The occupant of the house or place or some 
person in his behalf shall, in every instance, be 
permitted to attend during the search. 

[Females how searched.] 

115. In any case in which it shall be neces¬ 
sary to cause a female to bo searched, the search 
shall be conducted with strict regard to the habits 
and customs of the country. 

[Search of house suspected to contain stolen 
property or forged documents.] 

1H>. If the Magistrate of the District or a 
Mag istrate in charge of a Division of a District, or 
any other ollieer exercising the powers of a Ma¬ 
gistrate, upon information and after such enquiry 
as he rnay think necessary, has reason to believe 
that any house or other place is used as a place 
for the deposit or gale of stolen property, or for 
the deposit or sale or maim fact m e of forged do¬ 
cuments, or counterfeit Government stamps or 
counterfeit coin or instruments or materials for 
counterfeiting coin or for forging, 

[wfixd enw* i 1 ^ « t] 
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or that any forged documents or counterfeit 
stamps or false seals or any counterfeit coin, or 
instruments or materials used for counterfeiting 
coin, or for forging, are kept or deposited in any 
house or other place, 

he may by his warrant authorize any Police 
officer above the rank of a constable to enter, 
with such assistance as may be required, and by 
force if necessary, any such house or other place, 
and to search all fucIi parts of the same as are 
specified in the warrant, and to seize and take 
possession of any stolen property, documents, 
stamps, seals, or coins therein found, which he 
may reasonably fcuspect to be forged, stolen, false, 
or counterfeit, and also of any such instruments 
and materials as aforesaid. 

^ [Magistrate may attend personally.] 

117. The Magistrate by whom a search-war¬ 
rant is issued, may attend personally for the pur¬ 
pose of seeing that the warrant is duly oxecuted. 

[Magistrate may direct search in his presence.! 

, He may also direct a search to be made in his 
presence, of any house or place for the search of 
which he is competent to issue a search-warrant. 

[Inspection of weights and measures.] 

118. Any officer in charge of a Police station 
may, without a warrant, enter any shop or pre¬ 
mises within the limits of such station for the 
purpose of inspecting or searching for any weights 
or measures or instruments for weighing used or 
kept therein, whenever he has reason to believe 
that there are in such shop or premises any false 
weights, measures, or instruments for weighing. • 

If he finds in such shop or premises any weights, 
measures, or instruments that are false, he may 
seize the same and shall forthwith give informa¬ 
tion of such seizure to the Magistrate having 
jurisdiction. 

[Procedure by Police upon seizure of stolen 
property.] 

119. The seizure by any Police officer of pro¬ 
perty alleged or suspected to have been stolen, or 
of property seized by any Police officer under cir¬ 
cumstances which create suspicion-of the commit¬ 
tal of any offence, shall be forthwith reported to 
any Magistrate, who shall thereupon make such 
order respecting the custody and production of the 
property as he shall think proper. 

[Gmrnmtnt Qaiettt, May 1868.] 6 ] 
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[Sale of perishable property.] 

If the property is of a perishable nature, or it 
shall appear to the Magistrate that its sale would 
be for the benefit of the owner, he may direct it 
to be sold at any time and hold the proceeds in 
deposit. 

[Procedure when owner of property seized is 
unknown.] 

120. When the owner of any such property is 
unknown, the* Magistrate may detain the same 
and shall issue a proclamation specifying the ar¬ 
ticles of which such property consists, and requir¬ 
ing any person who may have a claim thereto to 
appear and establish his claim within six months 
from the date of such proclamation. 

[Procedure if no claimant appear within six 
months.]] 

121. If no person, within* the period allowed, 
establishes his claim to such property, and if the 
person in whose possession such property was 
found is unable to show that it was legally acquir¬ 
ed by him, tho property shall be at the disposal 
of the Government, and may he sold under the 
orders of the Magistrate of the District, and if it 
has been already sold by the Magistrate, the pro¬ 
ceeds shall be at tho disposal of the Government. 

[Order for disposal of property regarding 
which offence committed.) 

122. When the trial in anv Criminal Court 
is concluded, the Court at the time of passing 
judgment may pass such order as appears right 
for the disposal of any property produced before 
it regarding which any offence appears to* have 
been committed. 

Such order shall not be carried out till tho dis¬ 
posal of the appeal or the expiry of the period for 
appealing. 

[Stay of such order.] 

123. Any Court o! appeal, reference or revi¬ 
sion may direct any such order passed by a Court 
of inferior jurisdiction to be stayed, and may 
modify, alter or annul it. 

[Order may take form of reference to Magis¬ 
trate of District.] 

121. Tho order passed by any Court under 
section \$'Z or 123 may bo in the form of a refer¬ 
ence of the property therein mentioned to the 
Magistrate of the District, who shall in such 
cases be guided by the provisions of sections 119, 
.120 and 121.

CHAPTER IX. 

Preliminary Enquiry by tub Police. 

[Police to enquire into certain offences only 
wben ordered by Magistrate.] 

125. No Police officer shall, without an ex* 
press order from Magistrate, enquire into or take 
cognizance of any offence punishable under the 
Indian Penal Code, other than the offences de¬ 
scribed in column 3 of the second schedule hereto 
annexed, as offences for which a Police officer may 
arrest without warrant. 

[Magistrate may direct enquiry.] 

But a Magistrate, upon the report of a Police 
officer or otherwise, may direct enquiry to be made 
by a Police officer into any offence punishable 

[Government Gazette, %nd June 1868.] 61 
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under the Indian Penal Code or under any special 
or local law, 

[Saving of powers vested in Police by special 
or local law.] * 

12fi. Noddling in section 125 shall be held to 
interfere with the exercise of any powers vested 
in a Police officer by any special or local law, or 
with the performance of any duty which is im¬ 
posed upon him by such law.

[Upon complaint preferred, Police officer in 
charge to proceed in person or depute an officer to 
make enquiry.] 

127. Upon complaint or information being 
Preferred to an officer in charge of a Police station, 
of the commission within the limits of such sta¬ 
tion of any of the offences specified in column 3 
of the second schedule hereto annexed, as offences 
for which Police officers may arrest without war¬ 
rant, he shall send immediate intimation to the 
Magistrate having jurisdiction, and shall proceed 
in person, or shall depute one of his subordinate 
officers to proceed to the spot to enquire into the 
facts and circumstances of the ease, and to take 
such measures as may be necessary for the dis¬ 
covery and apprehension of the offender. 

‘ [Preliminary enquiry.] 

Any Magistrate, on receiving intimation of the i 
commission of any such offence, may at once pro- | 
coed, or depute an officer exercising any of the j 
powers of a Magistrate to proceed, to hold a pre- | 
liminary enquiry into or otherwise to dispose of j 
such case in the manner provided in this Act. : 

[Where local enquiry dispensed with.] 

128. Provided that, when any complaint is 
made against any person by name, and the case 
is not of a serious nature, the officer in charge of 
a Police station need not proceed in person or 
depute a subordinate officer to make an enquiry 
on the spot, unless such local enquiry shall appear 
to be necessary. 

fWhere officer in charge secs no sufficient 
ground for enquiry.] i

129. If on any complaint or information be ing 
preferred to an officer in charge of a Police sta¬ 
tion, it appears to him that there is no sufficient 
ground for entering on an enquiry, or that the 
immediate apprehension of the accused is not ne¬ 
cessary for the ends of justice, lie shall not pro- 
ceccl in the easo, but shall report the substance of j 
the complaint or information for the orders of the 
Magistrate having jurisdiction,

[All persons to give information of certain 
offences. J 

ISO. It shall be the duty of every person 
who is aware of the commission of any offence 
made punishable under section 382, 392,393, 391. 
395, 390, 397, 398, 399, 402, 135, 430, 449,’ 450, 
458, 457, 458, 459 or 400, of the Indian Penal 
Code, to give information of the same to the near¬ 
est Police officer, whenever the person so aware 
has reason to believe that, if such information be 
withheld, the offender may not be brought to jus¬ 
tice, or may have his escape facilitated. 

[Complaint to Police to bo in writing.] 

131. Every complaint or information preferred 
to an officer in charge of a Police station shall be 
reduced into writing, and the substance thereof 
shall be entered in a diary to be kept by* him, in 
such form as shall from time to time be prescribed 
by the Local Government. 

QProcedure when a Police officer deputes a sub¬ 
ordinate to arrest without warrant.], 

132. When any officer in charge of a Police 
station requires any officer subordinate to him to 
make without a warrant an arrest which may law¬ 
fully be made by such officer without a warrant, 
he shall deliver to the Police officer required to 
make the arrest an order in writing, specifying 
the person to be arrested and the offence for which 
the arrest is to be made. 

The provisions of sections G8 to 87 (both in¬ 
clusive) shall be applicable to every order in 
writing issued under this section. 

[Police may pursue offenders into other 
jurisdictions.] 

133. A Police officer may pursue, with a view 
to arrest, any person accused of any of the of¬ 
fences specified in column 3 of the second schedule 
hereto annexed as offences for which Police officers 
may arrest without a warrant, into the limits of 
another Police officer, whether subordinate to the 
same Magistrate as himself, or to the Magistrate 
of any other District, and whether such place be 
under the same Local Government or not. 


[Search by officer in charge of Police station.] 

134. Whenever an officer in charge of :i Police 
stallion considers that the production of anything 
is essential to the conduct of an enquiry into any 
offence which he is authorized to investigate, he 
iGovernmani GattHc, %nd June 1868.] 
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may search or cause search to be made for the 
“Same, in any house or place within the limits of 
such station. 

In such case, the officer in charge of the Police 
station shall, if practicable, conduct the search in 
person. 

If unable to conduct the search in person, and 
there is no other person competent to make the 
search present at the time, the officer in charge 
of the Police station may require any oQicer 
subordinate to him to make the search, and he 
shall deliver to such officer an order in writing, 
specifying the property for which search is to be 
made and the house or place to be searched, and 
the subordinate officer may thereupon search for 
t he property in such house or place. 

The provisions of sections 11L to 114* (both 
inclusive) relating to search-warrants, shall be 
applicable to a search under this section made by 
or under the direction of an officer in charge of a 
Police station. 

[AVhon officer in charge of Police station may 
require another to issue search-warrant.] 

1,15. An officer in charge of a Police station, 
may require an officer in charge of another Police 
station, whether subordinate to the same Magis¬ 
trate as himself or to a Magistrate of another ' 
District, to cause a search to be made in any house 
or place, in any case in which the former officer 
might cause such search to be made within the 
limits of his own station. 

[^Police officer's power to summon witnesses.] 

136. An officer in charge of a Police station 
may, by an order in writing, require the atten¬ 
dance before himself of any person being within 
the limits of his station, who, from the statement 
of the complainant or otherwise, appears to be ac¬ 
quainted with the facts and circumstances of any 
ease into which he is enquiring under section 127, 
and such person shall be bound to obey such 
requisition. 

[Oral examination of witnesses by Police.] 

137. An officer in charge of a Police station or 
other Police officer making an enquiry, may ex¬ 
amine orally any person supposed to he acquainted 
with the fact9 and circumstances of the case. 

Nothing in this section shall preclude such 
Police officer from reducing into writing any 
statement made by the person so examined. 
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[ Proviso. J 

Provided that any statement so reduced into 
writing shall not be signed by the person making 
it, nor shall it be treated as part of the record or 
used as evidence. 

[No inducement to be offered to confess.!] 

138. No Police officer or other person shall 
offer any inducement to an accused person, by 
threat or promise or otherwise, to make any 
disclosure or confession. 

[Police not to record statement or confession.] 

139. No Police officer shall record any state¬ 
ment or any admission or confession of guilt, 
which may be made before him by a person 
accused of any offence. 

[Proviso.] 

Provided that nothing in this section shall 
preclude a Police officer from reducing any such 
statement, admission or confession into writing 
for his own information or guidance. 

[Confession to Police not to be used as evi¬ 
dence.] 

140. No confession or admission of guilt 
made to a Police officer, shall be used as evidence 
against a person accused of any offence. 

[Confession made while accused is in custody 
not to be used os evidence.] , 

141. No confession or admission of guilt 
made by any person whilst lie is in the custody 
of a Police officer, shall be used a evidence 
against such person, unless it be made in the 
immediate presence of a Magistrate duly autho¬ 
rized to try, or toehold the preliminary enquiry 
into, the offence of which the person in custody 
is accused. 

The provisions of sections 195, 196 and 197 
shall apply to any confession or admission so 
made. . # 

[So much of statement made by accused 
as relates to fact thereby discovered, may be re¬ 
ceived.] 

142. When any fact is deposed to in evidence 
as discovered in consequence of information re¬ 
ceived from a person accused of any offence or in 
the custody of a Police officer, so much of such 
information, whether it amounts to a confession 
or admission of guilt or not, as relates distinctly to 
the fact so discovered, and as would independently 
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of such information have been receivable in 
evidence, may be received in evidence. 

[Enquiry by the Police.] 

143. If the person arrested appears from the 
information obtained to have committed the 
offence charged, and the offence is not bailable, 
the officer in charge of the Police station shall 
forward him under custody to the Magistrate 
having jurisdiction in respect of the offence, and 
shall bind over the prosecutor and witnesses to 
appear on a fixed day bcfuie such Magistrate. 

When any subordinate Police officer has made 
any enquiry under this chapter, he shall, if so 
required by the officer in charge of the Police 
station, submit a report of such enquiry to him ; 
or he may do so without such requisition, and 
the officer in charge of the Police station shall 
then proceed as if he had made the enquiry 
himself. 

[Accused not to be detained by Folice more 
than twenty-four hours without special authority.] 

144. No Police officer shall, without the spe¬ 
cial order of a Magistrate, detain an accused 
person in custody for a longer period than, under 
all tho circumstances of the case, is reasonable, 
and such period shall in no case exceed twenty-four 
hours. 

If the enquiry has not been completed within 
twenty-four hours, and if there arc grounds for 
believing that the accusation is well founded, 
the officer in charge of the Police station shall 
forward the accused person to the Magistrate, 
with a short despatch stating the offence fur 
which he has been arrested. 

[Procedure of Police in case of deficient evi¬ 
dence.] 

145. If it appears to the officer in charge of 
tho Polico station that there is not sufficient 
evidence or reasonable ground of suspicion to 
justify the transmission of the accused person to 
the Magistrate, ho shall release him on bail, or on 
his own recognizance, to appear when required, 
and shall submit a report of the case for the 
orders of the Magistrate. 

[Daily record of proceedings.] 

146. A Police officer making an enquiry under 
this chapter, shall day by day enter bis proceed¬ 
ings in a diary, setting forth the time at which 
tjhe complaint or other information reached him, 
the time at which he began and closed his en¬ 
quiry, the jdaco or places visited by him, and a 
statement of the circumstances elicited by his en- 
quiry. 
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He shall forward day by day a copy of such 
diary to the District Superintendent of Police, who 
shall without delay bring to the notice of the 
Magistrate of the District any part of such diary 
which be considers it to be important that such 
Magistrate shall know. 

The Magistrate of the District is entitled to call 
for and inspect such diary. 

In cases where there is no District Superinten¬ 
dent of Police, the Police officer shall forward day 
by day a copy of the diary to the Magistrate of 
the District. 

Such diary shall not be evidence of the facts 
stated therein, except against the Police officer 
who made it. 

fReport of Police officer.] 

147. The enquiry shall be completed without 
unnecessary delay, and as soon as it is completed, 
the Polioe officer making the same shall send to 
the Magistrate a report in such form as is pre¬ 
scribed by the Local Government, setting forth 
the names of the parties, the nature of the com¬ 
plaint, and the names of the witnesses, without 
any expression of opinion as to the guilty of the 
accused person, and shall also send to the Magis¬ 
trate any weapon or article which it may be neces¬ 
sary to produce before him. 

The Police officer shall state whether the ac¬ 
cused person has been forwarded in custody, or 
lias been released on bail or on his own recogni¬ 
zance. 

If the accused person be detained in custody, 
the Police officer shall state the fact and the cause 
of the detention. 

[Admission to bail.] 

148. A person accused of any offence entered 
as not bailable in column 5 of the 6ceond schedule 
hereto annexed, shall not be admitted to bail, if 
there appear reasonable ground for believing that 
he has been guilty of the offence imputed to him. 

But a person accused of any offence entered as 
bailable shall Be admitted to bail, if sufficient 
bail be tendered for appearance before the Ma¬ 
gistrate having jurisdiction in respect of the 
offence. 

[Bail not to be excessive. Terms of security.] 

149. The bail to be taken under section 148 
shall not be excessive; and the surety or sureties 
shall bind himself or themselves under a specific 
penalty to produce the accused person before the 
Magistrate on or before a fixed day, to answer the 
complaint. 

[Government Gazette , find Jane 1868.] 
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[Prosecutors ami witnesses to execute recogni- 
zauees to appear.] 

150. Every prosecutor and witness, whose at¬ 
tendance before the Magistrate is deemed necessa¬ 
ry by the Police officer making the enquiry, shall 
execute a recognizance in the form (E) given in 
the appendix, or to the like effect, for appearance 
before the Magistrate having jurisdiction in re¬ 
spect of the offence on a fixed day. 

Such day shall he the day whereon the accused 
person is to appear, if he shall have been admit¬ 
ted to bail, or the day on which he may be expect¬ 
ed to arrive at the Court of the Magistrate, if he 
is to be forwarded in custody. 

The officer in whoso presence the recognizance 
is executed, shall forward it with his report to the 
Magistrate. 

The prosecutor or witnesses shall not bo accom¬ 
panied by any Police officer on their way to the 
Court of the Magistrate. 

[Prosecutors and witnesses not to be subjected 
to restraint.] 

151, A Police officer shall not subject any 
prosecutor or witness to restraint or unnecessary 
inconvenience, nor require him to give any security 
for his appearance other than hiB own recogni¬ 
zance. 

[Recusant prosecutors and witnesses may be 
forwarded in custody.] 

But if any prosecutor or witness refuses to at¬ 
tend or to execute the recognizance directed in 
section 150, the officer in charge of a Police sta¬ 
tion may forward him under custody to the Ma¬ 
gistrate, who may detain him in custody until he 
executes such recognizance, or until the hearing 
before the Magistrate. 


[Police to report apprehensions*] 

152. Officers in charge of Police stations shall 
report to the Magistrate of the District, or to such 
Magistrate as the Magistrate of the District may 
direct, the cases of all persons apprehended within 
the limits of their respective stations, whether 
such persons shall have been admitted to bail or 
otherwise. 

[Discharge of person apprehended.]] 

No person who has been apprehended shall be 
discharged, except on bail, or on his own recogni¬ 
sance, or under the special order of a Magistrate. 
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[Police to enquire and report on unnatural and 
sudden deaths.] 

153. Unless otherwise provided by any local 
or special law, the officer in charge of a Police 
station, on receiving notice or information of the 
unnatural dr sudden death of any person, shall im¬ 
mediately givo intimation to the nearest Magis¬ 
trate, and proceed to the place where the body of 
such deceased person is, and there in the presence 
of two or more respectable inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood, shall make enquiry, and report 
tl e apparent cause of death, describing any mark 
' violence which may be found on the body, and 

*ting in what manner or by what weapon or in¬ 
strument such mark appears to have been in¬ 
flicted. 

The report shall be signed by such Police offi¬ 
cer and other persons or hy so many of them as 
concur therein, and shall he forthwith forwarded 
to the Magistrate. 

When there may be any doubt regarding the 
cause of death, such Police officer shall forward 
the body with a view to its being examined by the 
Civil Surgeon, if the state of the weather and the 
distance admit of its being so forwarded without 
isk of putrefaction on the road. 

(Substitute for officer in charge of Police sta¬ 
tion during bis absence or illness, 

154. The powers to be exercised by an officer 
in charge of a Police station under this chapter 
shall be exercised, in tho event of his absence or 
illness, by the Police officer next in rank present 
at the Police station, above the rank of a con¬ 
stable. 

CHAPTER X. 

Op Contempts and Disobedience op Orders. 

[Procedure in certain cases of contempt.] 

155. When any such offence as is described in 
section 175, 178, 179, 180 or 228 of the Indian 
Penal Code, is committed in the view or presence 
of any Court of Justice, the Court may cause the 
offender, whether he be a European British sub¬ 
ject or not, to be detained in custody, and at any 
time before the Tising of the Court on the same 
day may take cognizance of the offence and ad¬ 
judge the offender to punishment by fine not ex¬ 
ceeding two hundred rupees, or by imprisonment 
in the civil jail for a period not exceeding one 
month, unless such fine be sooner paid. 

In every siich eise the Coart shall record the 
frets constituting the contempt, with any state¬ 
ment the offendermay make, as well as the find¬ 
ing and sentence. 

%ni June 1868J 6 
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If the Court, in any case, considers that a 
person accused of any offence above referred to 
should be imprisoned, or that a fine exceeding two 
hundred rupees should be imposed upon him, 
such Court, after recording the facts constituting 
the contempt and the statement of the accused 
person as before provided, shall forward the case 
to a Magistrate, or, if the accused person be a 
European British subject, to a Justice of the 
Peace, and shall cause bail to be taken for the 
appearance of such accused person beforo such 
Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, or, if sufficient 
bail be not tendered, shall cause the accused 
person to be forwarded under custody to such 
Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. 1 

If the case he forwarded to u Magistrate, he 
shall proceed to try the accused person in the 
manner provided by this Act for trials before a 
Magistrate, and such Magistrate may adjudge the 
offender to punishment, as provided in the section 
of the Indian Penal Code under which he is 
charged. 

If the caso be forwarded to a Justice of the 
Peaee, he shall enquire into the circumstances, 
and shall have the same powers of punishing the 
offender as are vested by the statute 53 George 
III, c. 155, s. 105, in a Justice of tbe Peace for 
the punishment of an assault, and may ileal with 
the offender in the same manner as is provided in 
that behalf in the said statute. 

If such Jastice of the Peace shall consider the 
offence to require ajnmishmcnt more severe than 
he is competent to award under the said statute, 
he may commit the offender to the High Court. 

In no case tried under this section shall any 
Magistrate adjudgo imprisonment or a fine ex¬ 
ceeding two hundred rupees lor any contempt 
committed in his own presence against his own 
Court. 

[Discharge of offender on submission or apology.] 

156. When any Court has adjudged an of¬ 
fender to punishment or forwarded him to a Ma¬ 
gistrate or Justice of the Peace for trial, under 
section 155, lor refusing or omitting to do any¬ 
thing which he was lawfully required to do, or for 
any intentional, insult or interruption, the Court 
may diSchargo the offender, or remit the punish¬ 
ment, on his submission to the order or requisi¬ 
tion of such Court, or on apology being made to 
its satisfaction.

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; [Proeeedure when offender is a Garopesn Bri¬ 
tish subject.] 

157. When any each offence as is described 
in chapter X of the Indian Penal Code, except 
sections 175,-178, 170 and 180,,is committed in 
contempt of the lawful authority of any Coart of 
Justice by a European British subject, such of¬ 
fence shall be cognizable only by a Magistrate 
who is a Justice of the Peace, and such Magistrate 
shall have the same powers of punishment for such 
offence as are vested by the statute 53 George 111, 
o. 155, s, 105, in a Justice of the Peace for the 
punishment of an assault, and may deal with the 
offender on conviction in the same manner as is 
provided in that behalf in the said statute. 

If the Magistrate considers the offence to re¬ 
quire a punishment more severe than a Justice of 
the Peace is competent to award under the said 
statute, he may commit the offender to the High 
Court. 

CHAPTER XI. 

PaOBECUTIONS IK CERTAIN CASES. 

[Prosecutions for offences against the State.] 

158. A charge of an offence punishable under 
chapter VI of the Indian Penal Code, except sec¬ 
tion 127, shall not he entertained by any Court, 
unless the prosecution be instituted by order of, or 
under authority from, the Governor General of 
India in Council, or the Local Government, or 
some officer empowered by the Governor General 
of India in Council to order or authorize such pro¬ 
secution, or unless instituted by the Advocate 
General. 

[Prosecutions of Judges and public servants.] 

159. A charge of an offence punishable under 
the Indian Penal Code, of which any Judge or any 
public servant not removeablo from his office with¬ 
out the sanction of the Government is accused as 
sueh Judge or public servant, t ball not bo enter¬ 
tained against him, except with the sanction or 
under the direction of the Local Government, or 
of sonte officer empowered by the Local Govern¬ 
ment,. or of some Court or other authority to 
which such Judge or public servant is subordinate, 
and whose power so to sanction or direct sueh 
prosecution the Local Government shall not think 
fit to limit eir reserve. 

[Prosecution for contempts of the lawful au¬ 
thority of publio servants.] * 

16Q, A oharge of any offence described in 
chapter X of the Indian Penal Code, not felling 

[Sswnwwjrf Oauttt,ind 1868.] 
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within section 155, shall not bo entertained in any 
Criminal Court, except with the sanction or on 
the complaint of the public servant concerned, or 
of his official superior. 

The prohibition contained in this section does 
not apply to tho offences described in sections 189 
and 190 of the Indian Penal Code. 

[Prosecution for certain offences against public 
justice.] 

161. A charge of an offence against public 
justice, described in section 193, 194, 195, 196, 
199, 200, 205, 206, 207, 208, 209, 210, 211 or 
228 of the Indian Penal Code, when such offence 
is committed before or against any Court of Jus¬ 
tice, shall not bo entertained except with the 
sanction of the Court before or against which the 
offence was committed, or of some other Court to 
which such Court is subordinate. 

Such sanction may be given at any time. 

[Prosecution for certain offences relating to do¬ 
cuments given in evidence.] 

162. A charge of an offence relating to do¬ 
cuments described in section 463, 471, 475 or 476 
of the Indian, Penal Code, when the document has 
been given in evidence in any proceedings iu any 
Court of .Justice, shall not be entertained against 
a party to such proceedings, except with the sanc¬ 
tion of the Court in which the document was given 
in evidence, or of some other Court to which, such 
Court is subordinate. 

Such sanction may be given at any time. 

[Procedure in cases mentioned in section 160, 
161 or 102.] 

163. "When any Court of Justice is of opinion 
that there is sufficient ground for investigating 
any charge mentioned iu section 100, 161 or 162, 
the Court, after making such preliminary enquiry 
as may be necessary, may send the ease for inves¬ 
tigation to any Magistrate having power to try or 
commit for trial the accused person for the offence 
charged. 

Such Magistrate shall thereupon proceed ac¬ 
cording to law, and tho Court may send the ac¬ 
cused person in custody or take sufficient bail for 
his appearance before such Magistrate, and may 
bind over any person to appear and give evidence 
on such investigation* 

[Power of Court of Session as to £uch offences 
committed before it J 

104. A Court of Session may charge a person j 
for any auch offence committed before it or under i 
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its own cognizance if the offence be triable by tho 
Court of Session exclusively, and may commit or 
bold to bail and try him upon its own charge. 

In such case the Court of Session shall have 
the same power of summoning and causing the 
attendance at the trial of any witnesses for the 
prosecution or for the defence as is vested in a 
Magistrate by this Act, 

Such Court may direct the Magistrate to cause 
the attendance of such witnesses on the trial. 

[Power of Civil Courts to complete investiga¬ 
tion and commit to Court of Session.] 

165, In any case triable by the Court of Ses¬ 
sion exclusively, any Civil Court before which any 
such offence was committed may, instead of send¬ 
ing the case for investigation to a Magistrate, 
complete the investigation itself, and commit or 
hold to bail the accused person to take his trial 
before the Court of Session.

^166. When any such commitment is made by 
order of a Civil Court, the Court shall frame a 
charge in tho manner hereinafter provided, and 
shall send the same with the order of commitment 
and the record of the cuse to the Magistrate of 
the District or other officer exercising any of the 
powers of a Magistrate; and such Magistrate or 
other officer shall bring the case before the Court 
of Session, together with the witnesses for the 
prosecution and defence. 
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[Prosdcution for adultery.] 

169. A charge of an offence under section 
497 of the Indian Penal Codo shall not ho insti¬ 
tuted except by the husband of the woman. 

[Prosecution for enticing away a married 
woman.] 

170, A charge of an offence under section 
497 of the Indian Penal Code shall not be insti¬ 
tuted except by the husband of the woman or by 
the person having caro of such woman on behalf 
of her husband.
